Wasurneton, April 18.—Discussion was 
fontinued in the Senate to-day upon the Mis- 
sissippi Kiver Improvement bill, and Mr. Har- 
rison, who had the floor, made a speech favor- 
ing an improvement according to the recom- 
mendations of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, but opposing any proposition to commit 
the Government to the task of reclaiming the 
low lands. Mr. Frye, before Mr. Harrison’s 
speech, took some exceptions to Mr, Kellogg’s 
speech of yesterday, desiring to haveit distinctly 
understood that the bill before the Senate was 

R compromise measure, the Senators on the 

rommittee from the North and East consenting 

to a report only on condition that there should 
be no attempt made to hold the Government 
to any plan for reclamation of lands. He 
therefore objected to Mr. Kellogg’s suggestion 
that Mr. Jonas’s amendments should be ap- 

proved, as that, in his estimation, looked di- 

rectly in the direction he wished to avoid. 

When Mr. Harrison took the subject up he 
admitted the great importance of maintaining 
the Mississippi in navigable condition, regard- 
ing it not only a matter of national interest, 
but a national duty to further proper improve- 
ments. Asa member of the Mississippi River 

Commission he spoke with telling effect when 

he came to declare that he was not in favor of 

so appropriating the money called for that the 


States along the Mississippi should be relieved 
of a duty they ought to perform, and which 
be clearly more than half suspected that they 
desire to foist upon the general Government. 
To these States belongs the responsibility of 
maintaining an effective levee system. They 
did mainiain it before the war, pail the taxes 
to sustain it, and declared that they did not 
feel the tax asa burden. The people are not 
poorer now, and can certainly do as much for 
themselves as in 1860, To suggestions made 
that the sectional effect of liberal support 
would be good, Mr. Harrison declared that he 
had ‘no faithin the permanent influence of 
an appropriation to bind men to the flag and 
the Constitution.” The disgosition was grow- 
ing to shoulder off this improve- 
ment upon the general Government, 
He had noticed that the State Con- 
stitution of Louisiana contained a provi- 
sion for a tax of one mill for the permanent 
maintenance of the levees, which was to be 
suspended whenever the national Government 
should undertake the expense. Keferring to 
Capt. Eads’s report, quoted by Mr. Kelloge 
yesterday, he said it was no part of the report 
of the River Commission; yet on Capt. Eads’s 
ground, it appeared that it would be unne- 
ressary to provide for the rebuilding of levees, 
for it that report were acted upon, it 
was urged that the effect of the adoption 
of his system would be to dispense with the 
levee system, in adopting the inter-channel 
works. The value of the lands to be reclaimed 
would be ten-fold the cost of the improve- 
ments. It seemed to him sometimes as if it 
would be pertinent to inquire whether there 
were any State Governments remaining along 
the Mississippi, so indifferently did the State 
obligations to maintain the levees seem to be 
regarded. 

Mr. Harrison’s speech was delivered with 
omy vigor and earnestness, and many mem- 
sers congratulated him when he closed. Mr. 
Kellogg replied briefly, and Mr. Jonas ex- 
plained that in committee he had intimated his

the navigation of the river. 

The Senate then listened to the reading of 
the President’s Message in regard to the con- 
gress of South American republics, about 
which so much has been said in the recent 
Biaiae-Arthur controversy. The Agricultural 
Appropriation bill was discussed for a time 
and passed, and then, as the Senate’was about 
to adjourn, Mr. Piumb, from the Committee 
of Conference on the Post Office Appropria- 
tion bill, reported that the conference com- 
mittee had failed to agree, the mem- 
bers of the committee on the part of 
the Senate having refused to recede from 
its amendments. Mr. Allison stated that 
the difference of opinion in the conference 
arose on the item to provide increased fast 
mail facilities, the House having fixed the 
amount .at $500,000, which was increased to 
$650,000 by the Senate. The difference aruse 
as to the amount. If the increase should not be 
granted there could be no increase of facili- 
ties Mr. Beck declared that he was 
indisposed to grant any increase, and 
said that he regarded the whole mat- 
ter eas an evil. The provisions existing 
pniy granted facilities to New-York. ‘The 
Postmaster-General, through Mr. Thompson, 
bad said that with $500,000 they could only 
keep up the present facilities. Unless there 
should be an equal distribution of facilities, he 
would be in favor of striking out the fast mail 
allowances altogether. Then he said that a 
mistake was made when the late Postmaster- 
General, to please a personal friend, went to 
Philadelphia and established a fast mail to 
Harrisburg, and had afforded other facilities 
to newspapers in New-York—*‘ that Metropol- 
itan press of which everybody seems afraid.” 
This had involved reweighing of the mails and 
great expense, all of which he regarded as un- 
just and unnecessary. ‘* Better strike it all 
down,”’ said he, as he concluded with a request 
that he be not named to serve on the new com- 
mittee of conference which Mr. Plumb asked 
for. Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, made some 
remarks in favor of according some of the 
facilities to Philadelphia and Baltimore, and 
then, on motion of Mr. Ingalls, the bill was re- 
committed to the Committee en Appropria- 
tions.

Ican merely say that it seems to me a wise 
and patriotic measure calculated to relieve the 
country from the stigma of neglecting our most im- 

ortant centres of patriotic inspiration. I am a firm 

Cettever, not only in the justice of such 

monuments to the dead, but in their great value to 

the living. JI can assure you that thereis no greater 
incentive to the sort of effort which has made Ger- 
many so successful in war than the fact that not 
only on every great battie-field, but in towns, pub- 
lic places, and churches, monuments, tablets, and 
siabs in enduring marble bear the names and glorify 
the deeds of those who fellin battle. It is unforta- 
nate,in my judcment,for any country to get into the 
habit of neglecting the sacrifices of those who gave 
their Jives upon the field of battle. No one can 
tell how soon such sacrifices may be needed. No 
nation has ever yet been relieved fromtbem. If 
any country in the world can afford to commemo- 
rate noble deeds of this kind ourscap. Askiag 
your favorable consideration in the matter, I re-

OLEOMARGARINE AND BUTTER. 7” 
A PROPOSED TAX OF 10 CENTS A POUND 
ON THE MANUFACTURED PRODUCT. 
Wasartneton, April 18.—A sub-commit- 
tee of the Committee on Ways and Means re- 
ported to the full committee to-day a bill pro- 
viding for the imposition of a tax upon oleo- 
margarine, and requiring that packages of 
this product shall be plainly and durably 
stamped with its mame, so that no one 
gan be deceived in buying it, The report 
was not a unanimous one, and the 
bill will be opposed in the full committee, on 


the ground that the regulation of the manu- 
facture and sale of such an article is the dutv of 


the State and not of the general Government. 
The tax proposed is 10 cents a pound. Some 
timeagoa — interesting statement in relation 
tothe dairy industry and the manufacture of 
oleomargarine was made before the committee 
by Congressman Jacobs, of New-York. He 
declared that the capital invested in dairy 
lands, cows, &c., is from $4,000,000,000 to 
$6,000,000,000, and that the money value of 
the product was greater than that of the 
wheat crop, or than the cotton and wool crop 
combined. The growth of the manufacture 
ot oleomargarine, he said, threatened to ex- 
tinguish the dairy industry in New- 
York State. The oleomargarine factories 
of that State already produced 20,000,000 
pounds a year. The product, costing only 9 
cents a pound, was sold for from 25 to 40 
cents. Declaring that the State laws enacted 
had been ineffectual, he invoked the taxing 
power of Congsess to protect the dairy indus- 
try, maintaining that a Government stamp 
would bring the spurious article into fair com- 
petition with the genuine, and would prevent 
the retail dealer from selling oleomargarine 
for butter. 


A GOVERNMENT FOR ALASKA, 
DIVERSE OPINIONS OF THE HOUSE AND SEN- 


ATE COMMITTEES. 

Wasuineron, April 18.—After hearing 
many persons for or against proposed plans 
for the government of Alaska, the House Com- 
mittee on Territories has at last voted to re- 
porta bill for the establishment of a simple 
and inexpensive system. ‘lhe system 
is substantially that advocated in the 
last Congress by Mr. Muldrow and Sec- 
retary Sherman. Itjestablishes a judi- 
cial district and extends over the Territory 
the United States Mining, Land, and Timber 
laws. On the other hand, the Senate commit- 
tee has adopted the bill introduced in the last 
Congress by Senator Butler. This bill would 
establish a full Territorial Government, as 
elaborate as that of any of the populous Ter- 


ritories of the West. The House committee 
gathered information from many persons ac- 
a with the needs of the Territory. A 

isturbing influence has been exercised by 
M. D. Ball, who is anxious to become Delegate 
from Alaska, but this attion of the House 
committee disposes of his absurd pretensions, 
Ball claims to have been ‘‘elected’’ by 236 
votes out of a total of 294. The total number 
of white persons in the Territory is 392. Bail 
was once Collector of Customs in Alaska, and 
since he ceased to hold that office his ambition 
has been to sit in the House and draw his pay 
as a Representative. Two members of the 
Elections Committee recommended, some time 
ago, tnat he should be seated, but the full com- 
mittee referred the subject to the Committee 
on Territories,

A NEW-YORK STATE SUIT,

eral Leslie W. Russell and David Dudley 
Field argued to-day in the Supreme Court the 
case of the State of New-York against the

in many years in which an Attorney-General 
of the State has appeared in the Supreme 
Court. The case is a very important one, in- 
volving the settlement of about two-thirds, it 
is estimated, of a total amount of $12,000,000 
of bonds issued by Louisiana, and of which 
the holders have been unable to seeure pay- 
ment.

A DIPLOMATIC RECEPTION, 
THE WHITE HOUSE CROWDED WITH A BRIL- 
LIANT ASSEMBLAGE, 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—President Artkur 
received this evening, between the hours of 8 and 
10 o’clock, the members of the diplomatic corps, 
the Senators, and the Representatives, with the 
ladies of their families. The lower floor of the 
White House was thrown open and the state apart- 
ments decorated for the occasion. Fern and 
palm trees were distributed through all the 
apartments of the corridor, and the mantel- 
pieces were banked with mosaics of flowers. The 
Marine Band, stationed in the vestibule, played 
during the evening. The President was assisted in 
receiving by Miss Folger, Mrs. Brewster, Mrs. Tel- 
ler, Mrs. Hunt, and Mrs. Bancroft Davis, who stood 
in line at his right. All of the members of the 
Cabinet were present, Secretaries Frelinghuysen, 
Folger, Lincoln, Chandler, and Teller, Attorney- 
General Brewster, Postmaster-General Howe, and 
ex-Seeretary Hunt being in the Blue Room during 
the evening. There wasafullattendance of the 
Diplomatic corps, and few Senators and Repre- 
sentatives were absent.

EX-SENATOR DORSEY PLEADS NOT 
GUILTY. 

THE ORDER FOR THE FORFEITURE OF HIS 
BAIL SET ASIDE—ARGUMENTS OF DE- 
FENDANTS’ COUNSEL FOR A BILL OF PAR- 
TICULARS—THEIR OBJECT DELAY. : 


Wasnineton, April 18, — Ex-Senator 
Stephen W. Dorsey appeared in court to-day 
and pleaded not guilty to the indictment 
which theGrand Jury found against him in the 
star route cases, and which his counsel have 
tried in vain to overthrow. It had been agreed 
that the motion of defendants’ counsel for a 
bill of particulars and some other preliminary 
motions should be argued to-day. One of 
the defendants, M. C. Rerdeli, Dorsey’s agent 
in charge of star route business, had entered 
a motion to quash, on the technical ground 
that his first name, Montfort, ought to have 
been written in full, Owing to the absence of 
Mr. Ker, who drew the indictment, the argu- 
mentson this motion, and also on a motion to 
quash the indictments against Albert E. 
Boone, were postponed until Saturday. 

When the motion for a bill of particulars, 
made by counsel for the Dorsey party, was 
taken up, Dorsey’s counsel asked for a post- 
ponement, because one of his lawyers was en- 
gaged in another court, but the Government 
was ready, and Mr. Merrick insisted that the 
matter should be disposed of, so that the way 
might be cleared before the day set 
for the trial. The court refused to 


rant a postponement. After — counsel 
nad begun to read the motion, Col. Ingersoll 
directed the court’s attention to the fact that 
ex-Senator Dorsey was present. Heexplained 
that his client had gone to New-Mexico in ac- 
cordance with his advice, because he did net 
deem it necessary for him to hear the indict- 
ment read or listen to the arguments upon the 
motions. His bail had been‘forfeited, but inas- 
much as the ex-Senator had gone away in ac- 
cordance with the advice of counsel, he asked 
that the forfeiture should heset aside. The court 
granted this request, and Mr. Merrick, for se- 
curity, asked that the bond should be declared 
in force. This request nettied Col. Ingersoll, 
who promised that the defendants should be 
on hand and would stay as long as the prose- 
cutors. The suggestion that his clients must 
be catled upon like other human beings to 
furnish bail apparently annoyed him, 

Defendants’ counsel then argued upon the 
motion, asserting that unless they could have 
access to the official papers, the affidavits, pe- 
titions, &c., they could not properly defend 
their clients or contradict witnesses, On the 
other hand, Mr. Merrick argued that the Gov- 
ernment could not be expected to lay its case 
before counsel for the accused previous to the 
trial, and that it was not customary to call 
for such a bill of particulars in a criminal 
case, The proceedings were then interrupted 
to allow Mr. Dorsey to make an affidavit to 
the effect that, without this information, he 
would be at great disadvantage, and that he 
had no knowledge of any false and fraudulent 

apers or affidavits to which he had sworn. 

n the course of the reply made to this affi- 
davit by the Government’s counsel, Mr. Mer- 
rick referred to the letters which Dorsey 
had sent to his agents in Oregon, transmit- 
ting blank petitions, &c., with instructions 
that they should be filled out. Col. Ingersoll 
remarked that he would like to see these let- 
ters, and it was saidin reply that they could 
be produced. Col. Bliss argued that if the 
Government should try to give a biil of par- 
ticulars, the defendants would not be satisfied 
with it, but would ask for further postpone- 
ment, and asserted that it was  con- 
trary to all the rules and cus- 
toms in such cases to require the 
prosecution to give the defense copies of the 
papers which would be put inevidence, He 
suggested that the demand was not seriously 
made, but was intended to cause an indefinite 
postponement of the trial. Judge Wylie 
pleasantly remarked that such a postponement 
would be acceptable to the court, and was re- 
minded by Col. Bliss that it would also be very 
satisfactory to the accused, 

Col. Ingersoll argued at length in support of 
his motion, asserting that his client hada right 
to know what affidavits, letters, or petitions, 
alleged to have been fraudulent, were re- 
ferred to in the indictment. To refuse per- 
mission to inspect the papers’ which 
the Grand Jury had declared to _ be 
false and fraudulent would be outrageously 
unjust. The defendants should have not only 
a description of the papers, but copies of them. 
Without them it would be utterly impossible 
for the defendants to prepare their case, and 
he did not intend to be forced into a trial until 
he knew what the charges against his client 
were. Judge Wylie then said that he would 
make a decision next Saturday. 

Further argument was made on the motion 
calling for the particulars relating to alleged 
false oaths. Inthe course of the argument, 
counsel for the defense spoke of the official 
orders originally filed in the Post Office De- 
partment, and Judge Wylie said that these 
papers were within the reach of the defend- 
ants. Counsel said that they were not. The 
Judge then-said that if that were so it 
was a case of official misbehavior and 
could be corrected. Mr. Wilson, of defendants’ 
counsel, then asked Col. Bliss if the papers re- 
ferred to were in the department and, as Col. 
Bliss did not regard himself as on the witness 
stand, Mr. Wilson asserted that the papers in 
question were not on file in the department, 
but bad been for months in the hands of the 
counsel for the Government. The Judge re- 
marked that the Government certainly hada 
right to take its own papers for examination, 
and then said that they would not be 
tried until they had had an opportunity 
to inspect the papers in question, referring 
to the official orders and record of transac- 
tions in the Department, After some sharp 
words between opposing counsel about the 
manner in which the motion for a bill of par- 
ticulars had been prepared, Col. Bliss urged 
the court to make a decision before Saturday 
to prevent deluy, and Col. Ingersoll asserted 
that he did not know that he could be ready 
for trial unti) ne had procured the papers for 
which he had asked. 

The discussion of the motion having been 
closed, the attention of the court was directed 
to ex-Senator Dorsey, who had not been ar- 
raigned. The indictments were read during 
his absence in New-Mexico. Col. Ingersoll 
suggested that another reading might be dis- 
pensed with, but Col. Bliss preferred that all 
proper forms should be observed for 
the protection of the Government. The 
indictment is very long, and after some 
discussion an agreement was reached, and it 
was decided that an entry should be made, 
setting forth that Mr. Dorsey had appeared 
in court, had been duly arraigned, had waived 
the reading by the Clerk, because he had him- 
self read the indictment and heard it read he- 
fore, and had pleaded not guilty. The entry 
was made and the hearing closed for the day. 

It is well known that many of the most 
important papers in the Dorsey and other 
routes, such as affidavits, were taken by the 
Government’s counsel into their keeping 
soon after the beginning of the star 
route investigation. They were needed 
in that investigation and in preparing 
the cases, and for many reasons it 
would have been foolish to leave them in .the 
files in the rooms of the contract clerks. They 
were carefully guarded, and every precaution 
was taken to preserve them. The real ques- 
tion to be decided by the court seems to be to 
what extent shall the Government disclose its 
case to the defense before trial. There are 
some papers which probably cannot be with- 
held, while othersought to be. Difficulty may 
arise in drawing the line.

INCENDIARISM 1N PENNSYLANIA, 

READING, Penn., April 18.—The village of 
Mifflin, Schuylkill County, is excited over the ar- 
rest of Elias Klinger, a prominent citizen of that 
place, on the charge of arson and writing threaten- 
ing letters of a Molly Maguire nature. Some months 
ago the barn of George Wagner, a resident of Mif- 
flin, was burned to the ground, together with its 
contents. The fire was the work of an incendiary, 
but who the party was could not be discovered. 
Wagner was notified by an unknown person by 
letter that if he attempted to rebuila 
the barn it would again be burned down, A short 
time ago he received a letter, evidently written by 
the same person, saying thatif he and his family 
did not leave the place his house would be burned. 


. This was followed by several other letters of the 


game nature, decorated in the old Mollie Maguire 
style. Becoming alarmed, Wagner called in a de- 
tective and laid the matter before him. A few 
days later an unknown man disguised as a tramp 
appeared on the scene and formed the acquaint- 
ance of several persons in the neighborhood. He 
was in Klinger’s company most of the time. From 
information thus obtained, the tramp, who was a 
detective in disguise, charged Klinger with being 
the guilty person, and had him arrested on charge 
of setting fire to the barn. Klinger has heretofore 
borne a good reputation. He is 85 years of age, 
married, has a large family, and is the owner of a 
flour and grist mill.

POLITICAL BLUNDERING IN OHIO. 


UNPOPULAR LEGISLATIVE ACTS THAT WILL 
PROBABLY DEFEAT THE REPUBLICANS. 
Cincinnati, April 18.—The weight of opin- 

ion in this part of the State is that the Republican 

Legislature which adjourned yesterday, with press- 

ing business undone, has turned Ohio over to the 

Democrats by a majority that will range from 

80,000 to 50,000. The Bond bill, which puts an in- 

discriminate tax of $300 each upon all saloons, and 

the "St. Smith’’ bill, which closes them on Sun- 
days, have done the work. Until satisfactory 
amends are made the Germans and the sey- 
eral branches of the liquor interest will 
fight in the Democratic ranks. The Ger- 
mans have, as a rule, been Republicans, 
and in Cineinnati the seloon-keepers, being 
usually Germans, bave been Republicans. To array 
this class with the Democrats will, therefore, mean 

a dead loss to the Republicans of a very large vote. 

A prominent Republican leader said to-day that 

though the State had just been redistricted so as 

to give the Republicans 16 of the 22 Congressmen, 
he doubted if they would get more than 3. He es- 
timated that there are 10,000 saloon-keepers in 

Ohio who have heretofore been Republicans. He 

thought it more than possible that in the pres- 

ent state of feeling each of the Re- 
ublican saloon-keepers would carry’ with 

im over to the Demoeratic ranks at 
least five Republican voters, If his estimate isa 
true one, the majority of nearly 25,000 which was 
given for Foster one year ago will be changed to 
a Democratic majority of three times that num- 
ber. Thereare those who hope that the storm will 
have spent itself before another election day 
comes around, but the indications are that in this 
they will be disappointed. 

There are published in Cincinnati four daily Ger- 
man papers. Three of them have been Republican 
in politics and one Democratic. Within the last 
three or four days all three of these Republican 
dailies have advised their readers to vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket at the next election, and state that 
they will give that ticket their best support. In 
the opinion of Mr. Richard Smith, the editor of the 
Circinnati Gazette, which was chiefly responsible 
for the passage of the obnoxious bills, the Republi- 
cans Will gain in the country districts fully as many 
as they will lose in the cities and in German locali- 
ties; will gain some votes among the temperance 
and religious people, and perhaps the entire 
support of the prohibition element can be 
secured; but as the prohibitionists have never 
been able to get together more than 16,- 
000)=—s voters, = it is hard to _ understand 
how they are to offset achange of three or four 
times that number. Besides experience has taught 
that when there is a contest at the polls between 
the strictly moral class and those who love license 
the moral people shrink from going to the polls, 
while Jess scrupulous voters are found there early 
and sometimes often. Public opinion may change 
before October rolls around and the Republican 
Party be saved, but if suchig the case it will be 
through a return of the Germans to their first love 
rather than by a grand uprising of the better 
classes. But those who know the Germans know 
that they are obstinate, tenacious of their rights, 
and that under the present circumstances the 
Republicans have nothing to expect from them. 
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BEGINNING THE MALLEY 
ONLY THREE JURYMEN OBTAINED YESTER- 
DAY OUT OF SEVENTY-FIVE SUMMONED, 
New-Haven, April 18.—The trial of Walter 
E. Malley, James Malley, and Blanche Douglass, 
charged with the murder of Jennie E. Cramer last 
August by the administration of arsenic, was 
begun in the Superior Court, before Judge 
Granger, to-day. A special panel of jurors had 
been summoned, there being 75 trom whom to 


select the jury. The work of the triers will be 
much less than that at the preliminary trial, for 
the reason that at that time there were theories 
that the girl Jennie Cramer might have been 
drowned, as her body was foundinthe water at 
West Haven beach, and that she might have 
been suffocated or killed with chloroform,or pois- 
oned with Spanish flies or something else. The pres- 
ent indictment charges only one cause of death, and 
that by arsenic. In examining the candidates for 
the jury-box today most of the questions by 
counsel for the defense were put by Samuel F. 
Jones, of Hartford, although William C. Case was 
not inactive in this particular. Ex-Judge Stod- 
dard conducted most of the examination on be- 
half of Blanche Douglass. William Law assisted 
the State’s Attorney, Mr. Doolittle, in addition to 
C. K. Bush, who acted for the State at the prelimi 
nary hearing. Walter and James Malley were 
neatly dressed, Blanche Douglass was richly 
dressed in black. She has a cheerful, innocent ap- 
pearance, and appeared much pleased and inter- 
ested in the proceedings. When she was sum- 
moned by the jailer’s wife to make ready to 
attend at court she expressed delight at this oppor- 
tunity for getting fresh air. 

The examination of the jurors was of the usual 
character, rather tedious, though occasionally 
something would be said a littie out of the ordi- 
nary. Most of the jurors had read or heard about 
the murder, and a large proportion had formed im- 
pressions as to the guilt er innocence of the pris- 
oners, not sufficiently strong to amount to an 
opinion. The first juror accepted was Silas Ben- 
ham, of Hampden. He ts a joiner, aboat 50 years 
old, with full beard, restless blue eyes, and ashrewd 
expression of countenance. Merwin W. Tuttle 
was the second juror chosen. It was then nearly 
noon, The third and last juror obtained from the 
panel of 75 was Daniel Lovejoy, a bright looking 
old gentleman who said he was 74 years old. 
He was foreman of the jury in the trial 
of Chip Smith, who is to be executed May 
5forthe murder of an Ansonia policeman about 
ayearago. Mr. Lovejoy, since the ver..ict in that 
case, has signed the petition fora commutation of 
Smith’s death sentence. During the proceedings 
Edward Malley, the father of Walter and uncle of 
James, took a seat behind his son and nephew. 
Coroner Bollman, who assisted at the inquest when 
Jennie Cramer's body was found, stood near a gate 
in the temporary railing across the end of the 
court-room. Another panel of 60 was ordered by 
the court, 40 to appear to-morrow forenoon and 30 
in the afternoon. Six of the number are of New- 
Haven and the others from towns in the county,

THE SOUTH CAROLINA CASES LIKELY TO @0O 
4 TO THE JURY TO-DAY. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 18.—True bills of 
indictment were returned in the United States Cir- 
buit Court this morning by the Grand Jury against 
Henry Dickerson and others of Barnwell County, 
charged with intimidating witnesses in the cases 
against the State Election officers arrested for vio- 
lation of the Federal Election law during the elec- 
tion of 1880, District Attorney Melton then made 


motion to show cause why Fountain and Strum, 
the two jurymeu mentioned in yesterday’s vproceed- 
ings, should not be stricken from the roll of jury- 
men. ‘This matter was laid over, however, and the 
District Attorney having signified his readiness to 
proceed against Carrol, Shaw, and Wilson, Man- 
agers of the election at Mayesville, Sum- 
ter County. who are charged with ob- 
structing the United States Supervisor 
and stuffing ballot-boxes. a jury was impaneled, 
consisting of six white and six colored persons, to 
try the case. Virgil 8S. Johnston, United States Su- 
pervisor; H. B. Haileman, B. Peterson, Hampton 
Cain, Elias G. Green, Elias Plowden, John B. 
Johnstone, and Peter Wilson testified that the 
Managers did not hold the election at the usual 
polling precinct; that they refused to allow the 
Federal Supervisor to inspect the box; that the 
box after theclose of the election held many tickets 
in bundles which could not have been in- 
troduced through a hole in the lid; that by 
drawing out Republican ballots to equalize the 
tickets found in the box with the names on the poli- 
list and counting fraudulent votes, they changed a 
Republican majority of 265 to a Democratic ma- 
jority of 17. M.K. Robertson, on behalf of the 
Secretary of State, produced the election return 
and poll-list of the precinct. Mr. Dallas Saunders 
conducted the examination of witnesses on behalf 
of the Government, and Mr. Earle, of Sumter, 
cross-examined them. The usual obiections were 
made to the Government’s right to stand jurors 
aside, but Judge Bond positively declined to hear 
any further argument upon the subject. He sug- 
gested that counsel forthe defense may make a 
motion in arrest of judgment in case of conviction, 
but the time of the court was too valuable to hear 
matter discussed upon which he had already ren- 
dered a decision. Witness forthe defense will be 
examined to-morrow, and the case will probably 
go to the jury in the evening. 

The excitement in consequence of the conviction 
of three of the best citizens of Richland County 
continues unabated, and it is generally believed 
that another convietion will demoralize the faith- 
ful and cause many to divuige the secret workings 
of the Bourbon machine to save therfiselves from 
golng to the penitentiary.

VARIOUS RUMORS—A STATEMENT THAT HE 
HAS NOT LEFT FRANCE—THE LIBERA- 
TION OF ‘‘SUSPECTS’’ AND FRESH OUT- 
RAGES, 


Dustin, April 18.—There is much doubt 
as to the whereabouts of Mr. Parnell. He, it 
is supposed, intends to surrender in a manner 
to avoid a demonstration by his friends. Some 
of his friends even argue that as his warrant 
of arrest is legally canceled by his release he 
is not bound to return atall. The first suppo- 


sition apparently is the best founded. Mr. 
Forster, in his letter, granted Mr. Parnell a 
parole forthe purpose of attending the funeral 
of his nephew, but he did not mention the day 


for his return. 

Lonpon, April 18.—The Press Association 
says: ‘‘An extraordinary rumor was current 
at Dungarvan to-day that Mr. Parnell was 
shot while on his way from London to Kil- 
mainham,”? This rumor is nct entitled to the 
slightest eredit. According tothe best infor- 
mation, Mr. Parnell is stillin France. Mr, 
Sexton so stated in a conversation last evening. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Mr. Wil- 
liam M. Johnson, Attorney-General for Ire- 
land, repiying to a question by Mr. Lewis, 
member for Londonderry, said that when Mr. 
Parnell presents himself at Kilmainham he 
will be legally detained under the old warrant, 
This statement was made to dispose of a ques- 
tion which had arisen as to the legality of a re- 
arrest. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
replying to a question by Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff in the House of Commons this 
evening, stated that the correspondence re- 
garding the imprisoned American suspects is 
being printed and will be presented to the 
House soon. 

The report of. the release of a large number 
of * suspects’ during the last fortnight is sen- 
sational and exaggerated, but the more hope- 
ful feeling of the Government is shown by the 
fact that the liberations are far in excess of 
the fresh arrests.

McEnery 
has issued a proclamation establishing quarantine 
against all vessels arriving at this port after May 1 
from the following named ports or places known 
to be infected with yellow fever: Rio Janeiro, 
Vera Cruz, Havana, Matanzas. Santiago de 
Cuba, Port au Prince. in the Island of 
Jamaica, or La Point-d-Pitre, in the Island of 
Guadaloupe, together with such other ports as may 
hereafter be designated by the Board of Health as 
infected. The officers, crews, passemgers, and car- 
goes of such vesseis described above shall he sub- 
ject to such detention as the Ktoard of Health may 
direct, and, entirely independent of the duraticn 
of the inward voyage, said detention shall embrace 
a period of not less than three full days (72 hours) 
at the quarantine station.

MAHONE’S STUBBORN OPPONENTS.

THE READJUSTER LEADER CONCLUDING TO 


CONTINUE HIS FIGHT OUTSIDE THE LE- 
GISLATURE. 


Ricamonp, Va., April 18.—Mr. Mahone 
seems to have despaired of being able to put 
through his scheme for gerrymandering the 
State so as to elect eight Congressmen 
from Virginia who are to run as Administra- 
tion candidates. He called a meeting of all the 
leaders of his party in the Legislature to-night. 
He made a speech in which he admitted that 
he was whipped, but said he was not defeated. 
At this conference the outlook was discussed, 
and if was agreed to endeavor to pass a 
resolution providing for the Legislature 
taking a recess until July next, and, if that 
cannot be done, to adjourn sine die Monday. 
The dead-lock in the Senate still continues. 


The five recalcitrant Senators have stubbornly 
refused to make any concessions to Mahone, 
or yield to him one jot. Mr. Hubbell, Chair- 
man of the National Republican Congressional 
Committee, came to the city yesterday for the 
purpose, it is understood, of using his influence 
to bring Wingfield and Williams, the two Re- 
publican Senators, into the traces. These gen- 
tlemen, however, have defied all influences 
from all sources, and will not suecumb to the 
blandishments of any one. Mahone has at 
last concluded that the best course for him to 
adopt is to secure an adjournment of the Le- 
gislature. Itis said that this course has been 
adopted to prevent further disintegration 
among the members of his party in the Legis- 
lature. As soon as the Legislature adjourns it 
is the purpose of the Mahone leaders to open 
the canvass in the counties represented by the 
four bolting Senators, and endeavor to lash 
the people of those districts into repudiating 
the action taken by their representatives 
in estopping Mahone from carrying out 
his apportionment and other ‘obnoxious 
legislative schemes. The situation is daily be- 
coming more complicated and interesting. 
The bolting Senators are satisfied that their 
course is approved by the people and they are 
ready to meet the Mahone men on every stump 
in their part of the State.

FIRE FOLLOWING BURGLARY.

A SAFE BLOWN OPEN IN SEYMOUR, CONK., 
AND FOUR BUILDINGS SET ON FIRE. 

New-HAveEn, April 18.—Fire broke out at 3 
o’clock this morning in the furniture warehouse of 
E. FP. Bassett, in Seymour. Two young women and 
a young man were passing the building at that time 
and report that they heard the noise of an explo- 
sion. Immediately afterward the office was ina 
blaze. The young people were so startled that 
they did not arouse any one, but Dr. E. R. Warner, 
who resides across the street, was awakened by the 
noise and ealied for help. The call was quickly re- 
sponded to, but there was no chance of saving the 
building or its contents. Seymour has no fire de- 
partment, and a message was sent to Water- 


bury for relief, but before the engines could 
be sent it was too late, and they did not go. 
The Bassett Building was destroyed, and with it 
the store owned by S. Y. Beach, and occupied by 
Swan & McEwen, William Morrris’s harness shop, 
and 8. P. Camp’s dwelling-bouse. It was feared at 
one time that the principal business biock of the 
place would be destroyed. It was with great diffi- 
culty that buildings adjoining those burned were 
saved, one building directly a the Basseit 
warehouse catching fire several times. 

. Soon after the fire was under control C. F. Lock- 
wood went to his barn and found a buggy missing. 
It was then discovered that Edwin Smiih’s horse 
was gone. Further investigation showed that the 
safe in Mr. Bassett’s office had been blown to pieces. 
It then dawned upon the minds of the authorities 
that Seymour had been visited by burglars, who had 
eseaped in Mr. Lockwood’s carriage. Several burg- 
laries have occurred in the vicinity ot Seymour 
lately, and several safes have been blown open. 
In this case the operators must have used an un- 
usual amount of expiosive material, for the safe was 
blown almost to atoms and the office was set on fire. 
It is strange if none of the burglars were injured, 
for pieces of the safe were blown in every direc- 
tion. It is believed they fled by the way of Anso- 
nia, driving thence to this city, where they could 
have taken trains to New-York or Boston before 
word reached here of the fire. Mr. Bassett loses 
on building and stock about $25,000, and is insured 
for $8,400. He is in very poor health and it is 
feared his loss will cause his death. Swan & Me- 
Ewen lose about $10,000 on goods; insured for 
$3,700. S. Y, Beach loses $5,000, and is insured for 
$1,500. William Morris saved a large part of his 
stock; he estimates his loss at $2,000, and has no 
insurance. L. A. Camp loses $3,000, and has $1,500 
insurance. The insurance upon Swan & McEwen’s 
oo and Camp’s house was in the Home, of New- 

ork. 
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TWO BOYS PLOTTING MURDER. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 18.—Willie Gard- 
ner, 13 years old; Grant Palmer, colored, 14 years 
old, and Charlie Todd, 8 years of age, are inmates 
of the Cleveland House of Correction.

JUDGE WESTBROOK’S ACTS 


GIVING AN EXPLANATION OF THA 
_ MANHATTAN SCANDAL. 

THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE PREPAR- 
ING FOR ITS WORE—THE WORE PROB- 
ABLY TO BEGIN IN THIS CITY ON SAT- 
URDAY—A STATEMENT SUBMITTED FROM 


JUDGE WESTBROOK. 


ALBany, April 18.—The Assembly Judiciary 
Committee has moved in the Westbrook-Ward 
matter, which was referred to it for investigation. 
The entire committee, numbering 11 members, was 
present at a meeting called to consider the sub 
ject this afternoon, Ex-Senator Hamilton Harris, 
who has been retained by Judge West 
brook, presented the statement which had 
been prepared in explanation of his cli 
ent’s connection with the Manhattan stock 
jobbery scheme. This was filed without being read, 
and copies of it were furnished to the inf widuai 
members for perusal at their leisure. The commit 
tee then went into executive session for the dis- 
cussion of details preliminary to the investigation 
proper. There was much debate over the point 
whether a sub-committee or the full body should 
conduct the inquiry. It was urged with much per 
sistency by Mr. McClelland that the entire committee 
should undertake the work, and, as an argument 
in support of this view, it was said the press of 
New-York City favored this idea. If any impor 
tance attaches to this argument, it should be stated 
for the benefit of some of the members that 
there has been no such general expression of opin- 
ion by the New-York newspapers that would war- 
rant such a liberal statement as was made to 
the committee. It was pointed out, on the 
other hand, that a committee of 11 would prove toe 
unwieidy, and that, because of work already in 
hand, it could not possibly devote the time toan 
investigation that a sub-committee of three or five 
could. It was finally decided, however, that the 
inquiry should be undertaken by the full commit- 
tee. The time that should be devoted to the inves- 
tigation was another subject prolific of some 
discussion. Fridays, Saturdays, and Mondays 
were finally fixed upon. Attention was 
called to the fact that the committee which in- 
vestigated Barnard and McCann was aided by a 
skilled lawyer. As there is no authority conferred 
on this committee to retain counsel, no actiou 
could be taken on this point. and after some con- 
sideration it was abandoned. Concerning it, a 
member of the committee said to-night that he 
believed it was the sentiment of his as- 
sociates that the services of a _ voluntee: 
counsel would be accepted should such be proffered 
by amember of high standing at the New-York 
Bar. The committee will hold another meeting on 
Friday, and may then possibly decide to begin its 
labors the following morning at the St. James 
Hotel. im New-York. 

From ail that can be gathered it would seem that 
the committee’s future course will largely depend 
upon Friday’s meeting. Judge Westbrook and ex: 
Attorney-General Ward are expected, through 
counsel or in person, to give formal notice of theiz 
desire to have the investigation proceed without 
delay, or to have it postponed in order that time 
may be secured them for preparation. It is con- 
sidered by no means improbable that delay may 
be asked. This will certainly be in keeping 
with a very generally expressed desire of the 
accused gentlemen’s friends that no_ resuli 
may be reached in season forthe present Legisia 
ture to act upon. By somethe action of the com: 
mittee in devoting only three days a week to the 
inquiry is construed as a determination to dawdle 
along and so avoid making any report tothis Legis 
lature. Some members ot the committee are 
known to entertain lukewarm ideas as to the ne- 
cessity for any investigation whatever. To what 
extent they may exert their influence to 
prevent its being a searching one can, of 
course, only be be determined from tbe 
results that may be reached when once the inquiry 
is well under way. Judging from the utterances 
of some of the members this investigation seems te 
possess the seriousness of a holiday entertainment. 
and like such entertainment can last for a brie! 
perioa only. Their minds are not yet divorced 
from the idea, advanced on the_ floor 
of the House, that this is merely the 
investigation of a “‘newspaper howl.” They forget 
the recent developments in the Receivership inves- 
tigation, in which Judge Westbrook’s name ap- 
pears so conspicuously and so unpleasantly. One 
of the members of the committee even expressed 
surprise that there should be a desire on the part 
of the public that the Judge’s connection with the 
Receivership abuses should be sifted. 

Judge Westbrook’s statement says that while the 
investigation resolutions were pending he remained 
silent because he felt that no wish of his shouldbe 
considered. However, as the investigation has 
been directed, he submits a statement. He re- 
views the action brought by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for the appointment of a _ Receiver 
for the Manhattan Railroad Company, at 
Kingston, July 13, 1881, to dissolve it for insolvency. 
He says no opposition was made by any one to the 
appointment of a Receiver. and Aaron J. Vander- 
poel, counsel for the Manhattan Road, asked the 
appointment of John F. Dillon, —— Dillon, 
heen T. Eckert, or Amos Lawrence Hopkins, 
Mr. Bacon, for the New-York Elevated Road. 
was satisfled with any one of the four names, 
and 8. K. Kneeland, for the Metropolitan Road, 
warmly pressed John F. Dillon. These roads were 
part owners of the roads operated by the Manhat- 
tan. The Attorney-General was glad to know ibal 
his application was not opposed, and said he 
would take one of the persons named, but would 
not do so without arguing the case. The appoint: 
ment ofa Receiver was, therefore, postponed until 
12 o’clock next day, at the office of Alexander & 
Green, in the Equitable Building, New-York, Judge 
Westbrook, at the earnest request of all parties 
and counse!, consenting tomeet them there. Next 
= the Attorney-General stated that he was un- 
able to make the necessary inquiries, and asked 
that the matter stand over until next day, which 
request was agreed to by every person, and Judge 
Westbrook, at the earnest request of every one, 
agreed to remain over. Next day, July 15, they 
again met, and the Attorney-General said that, as 
the law allowed the appointment of more than 
one Receiver, he would recommend the appoint- 
ment of Jonn F. Dilon and Amos Lawrence Hop- 
kins. Both were personal strangers to Judge 
Westbrook, but as all parties, including Mr. Knee- 
Jand, united in the Attorney-Generai’s request, 
they were made the Receivers by Judge West- 
brook, with Cyrus W. Field and Russell Sage as 
sureties, justifying in $1,000,000 each. 

The next step in the litigation was the procure- 
ment of an order to show cause by counsei for the 
New-York Elevated Railroad, addressed to the 
Manhattan and its Receivers, why its roads and 
property should not be surrendered and restored 
to it, because, as alleged, the lease thereoi 
was forfeited by the insolvency of the 
Manhattan Company, and its passing into the 
hands of Receivers. The order to show cause was 
granted on July 23, and, at the earnest request of 
counsel and solely for their accommodation, was 
made réturnable at the General Term room in the 
Court-house, New-York. On the return day the 
Receivers asked for a postponement, which was 
granted, until Aug. 11, at Kingston. A fur- 
ther postponement was agreed upon until 
Sept. 14, owing to the sickness of the Attorney- 
General. All parties interested appeared on the 
date agreed upon, and the argument occupied two 
days, time being given to submit briefs and papers. 
Up to Sept. 30 no papers or briefs had been sub- 
mitted, when the New-York Company gota sec- 
ond order for arrears of rent due from 
the Manhattan. Oct. 15 was the date 
named for arguments upon this second order, 
which was made supplemental to the previous or- 
der. Owing to Judge Westbrook hoiding court in 
Schoharie, he further adjourned the case, with con- 
sent of. counsel, until Oct. 22, but on Oct. 18 a 
young man from Field, Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo 
presented to Judge Westbrook all the papers, 
both on the motion argued and the supplemental 
motion, with a stipulation, signed by the attorneys, 
declaring that “the consent, dated Oct. 12, 1831, 
adjourning the argument of the motion pending 
on behalf of the New-York Elevated Railroad 
Company herein to the 22d of October, be vacated 
and annulled,” and further providing “that the 
said motion to be submitted to the Hon. T. R. 
Westbrook on the 17th of October, at Kingston, on 
written briefs and oral argument, is hereby 
waived.” 

As Judge Westbrook thought the motion should 
be immediately disposed of, he at once examined 
the papers, and. by the following Thursday, (Oct. 
20, 1881,) being two days and a haif from the 
submission of the case, he had his opinion com- 
pieted denying the same. With a view to giving 
notice to all parties of his action, he went to New- 
York that Thursday night and telegraphed Gen. 
Swain, counsel of the Receivers, to meet him that 
night at the hotel. After consultation it was 
determined to summon ail parties to meet next 
day in a large room in the Western Union 
Building at 12 o'clock, where a meeting had 
once before been held. Counsel and  par- 
ties all assembled and the Judge read 
his opinion and thus gave _ all parties 
at the same moment the earliest and first informa- 
tion of his decision. Judge Westbrook here re- 
views his decision. He then had aconference with 
the Receivers relative to the rent duce, and the re- 
sult was anapplication for leave to issue Receiver’s 
certificates. It was then Sept. 28, within one 
day of the expiration of the 90 days since 
the rent had become due, end as there was no time 
to make the order returnavle at Kingston it. wag 
made returnabdie at the office of the Receivers next 
day.

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RAILROAD TELEGRAPH. 


THE EXTENSION CONTEMPLATED BY THE 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO COMPANY. 

It was stated in Wali-street yesterday, and 
éeeminzly on good authority, that the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company had just issued orders 
for the immediate construction of telegraph lines 
directly into this City. At present the Baltimore 
and Ohio wiresare up and in operation everywhere 
parallel with the company’s roadway running from 
Baltimore west and south. Not long ago active 
competition was begun fer business North and East, 

nd the use of four wires of the American Rapid 
Telegraph Company was secured, giving connection 
with New-York, through Philadelphia, But in 
the operation of leased lines no such satisfactory 
results could be obtained as were deemed neces- 
sary for competition with the Western Union and 
Mutual Union Companies, The service provided by 
the American Rapid, however, was of good charac- 
ter, and the agents of the Baltimore and Ohioin 
this City report large patronage. They have been 
admitted to the floors of the Stock Excbange and 
the Prodnce Exchange, and have opened offices in 
other business centres of the City. [t is well-known 
in Wali-street that President Garrett has been ac- 
tively engaged for somes months past in seeking 
the special advancement of his company’s 
telegraphic business and has had under con- 
Bideration several schemes looking to the 
achievement of tne desired results, He endeavored 
to obtain control of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company, but the brokers who own 
that company refused to entertain any of his 
propositions fer purchase, Failing in similar en- 
terprises in other directions, President Garrett 
fieciared some time ago that he was determined 
to come into New-York with a line of his 
own. He then asserted that he was ready to 
order a_iine built. But recently it has 
been believed generally that the Baltimore 
and Ohio had given up this project and 
was looking to connection with New-York over the 
Reading and Jersey Contral wires. One of Mr. 
Garrett's chief reasons for engaging in the Jerse 
Central fight was reported to be ambition towar 
strenrthening his telegraphic enterprise. The Jer- 
Sey Centra! fight—-as faras outsiders can see—is 
not yet ended, and there was some surprise mani- 
fested yesterday when the announcement was 
made that Mr. Garrett had just issued orders for 
the immediate construction of a new line of wires 
into this City.

SHIPHERD’S EVASIVE TALK 


THE COMMITTEE DISMISS-HIM FOR 
THE PRESENT. 

MANY FLAT REFUSALS TO ANSWER PERTI- 
NENT QUESTIONS—THE WITNESS’S MO- 
TIVES IN APPLYING FOR AID TO WALKER 
BLAINE—EXPRESSIONS: OF DISSATISFAO- 
TION WITH SHIPHERD’S ANSWERS, 


WasHINnGTon, April 18.—The examination 
of Jacob R. Shipherd was resumed this morning 
before the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
The Chairman presented a telegram which he had 
received from William Henry Hurlbert, of New- 
York, stating that he would appear before the 
committee, as requested, and he said that the time 
set for Mr. Hurlbert’s examination was Thursday 
at 10:80 o’clock. 

Mr. Deuster opened the examination this morn- 
ing with a series of questions, to all of which the 
witness gave the same angwer—“I decline to 
State.” 

Q.—Did you ever see Mr. Whitelaw Reid, and did 
you ever have any conversation with him on this 
subject? A.—I state with pleasure that Mr. White- 
law Reid and I have been acquaintances, corre- 
spondents, and, I suppose, friends for over 17 years. 

Q.—Then, what is stated in the New-York 7ribune 
a3 to Mr. Reid’s not being aware that he had ever 
seen you, you consider to be not true? A.—I am 
not responsible for the awareness of Mr. Reid. I 
only know that for 17 years we have been acquaint- 
ances—I suppose friends, and certainly correspond- 
ents. I have a file of his letters, 

Q.—You state as among the active attorneys of 
the Cochet interest ex-Senator Boutwell, ex-Sen- 
ator Cragin, of New-Hampshire; Senator Blair, of 
New-Hampshire, and William E, Chandler. Are 
any of these gentlemen stockholders in the Peru- 
vian Company?

The Chairman—There is, perhaps, a misappre- 
hension on the part of the public, and there may 
be on the part of Mr. Deuster himscif, as to 
the mode determined upon for the conduct of this 
investigation. It is the purpose of the committee, 
as I understand it, to assert its rights fully, based 
on its jurisdiction and with due deliberation and 
respect for the rights of all. The witness will not 
be discharged to-day, but his examination will 
be suspended for the present. Ali these 
questions will be carefully scanned and closely 
compured with the scope of the resolution and 
with the jurisdiction of the committee. Their ma- 
teriality will be carefully weighed, and when in the 
judgment of the committee a question is proper 
and material and within the scope of the commit- 
tee’s jurisdiction, then (without any boast or 
threat) every power vested in the committee and 
in the House will be properly exervised.

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KILLED BY HiR HUSBAND. 
A DRUNKEN BRUTE HACKS TIS WIFE WITH A 
CARVING-ENIFE. 

Mrs. Mary Lennon, an Irishwoman, 35 years 
of age, died at Bellevue Hospital, yesterday morn- 
ing, the victim of terrible violence at the hands of 
her husband, John Lennon, a tailor, who, during a 
fit of drunken rage, stabbed her 19 times with a 
carving-knife. The couple lived at No. 406 East 
Tenth-street. They had been married 10 years 
and had one child, a boy now 9 years of age. Len- 
non was of yery intemperate habits, and, when in 
liauor, amused himself by abusing and. beating his 
wife. He went outon Friday last on a carouse, 
and did not return home until 8 o’clock Monday, 
when he entered his apartments and demanded his 
supper. After eating the meal which his wife had 
prepared for him, he went to a neighboring liquor 
place and remained there, drinking, until 9 o’clock, 
when he returned homeina half-drunken condi- 
tion and went to bed. Shortly efter 2 o’clock yes- 
terday morning he arose and went to the hydrant 
several times. His wife asked him what was the 
matter, and be began abusing her. He made so 
much noise that his wife told him that if he did not 
stop she would tell the Jandiord and have him put 
out. This appeared to enrage Lennon, who sprang 
upon his wife, and pulled her out of bed in her 
night clothes.

Four 
terrible gusbes were also on the left arm, all reach- 
ing to the bone, dnd two on the neck and haad, 
Her body was horribly mutilated, and the doctors 
at the hospital stated that it was one of the most 
shocking cases that had ever been admitted to the 
hospital.

which she said that her husband had previously 
several times threatened to cut ber into pieces.

A LECTURE BY JUDGE SHEA, 
Judge George Shea, of the Marine Court, de- 


Jivered a lecture on “‘ The Nature and Form of the 


American Government Founded in the Christian 
Religion” before the General Theological Seminary 
in St. Peter’s Hall, West Twentieth-street, last 
evening. The Church, he said, made Kings and 
law-givers. The Constitution of the United States 
did not in expressed terms declare the existence 
of God, nor did it set forth in legisla- 
tion a_ profession of faith in the sacred 
traths of the Scriptures, but the entire context of the 
Constitution and the laws in pursuance recognize 
the tenets of Christian reiigion as lying at the foun- 
dation of the Government. Judge Shea defended 
Thomas Jefferson against the charges that a letter 
which he wrote in 18i1 tended to show that the 
Government studiously refused to recognize the 
Deity. Alfred the Great sought the word of God 
in framing his laws, and the common laws of the 
United States came to the people inspired by holy 
writ. The lecture showed a great deal of research, 
and traced the influence of religion among the 
Saxon races for centuries back. The speaker was 
warmly applauded at the close.

MEASURES BEFORE THH SHNATEH 
AND ASSEMBLY. 

LOCAL BILLS DISPOSED OF IN THE LOWER 
HOUSE--PAY OF FIREMEN AND POLICE- 
MEN—OTHER MATTERS IN THE TWO 
HOUSES. 


ALBANY, April 18.—The Assembly devoted 
its attention almost exclusively to-day to the third 
reading and passage of bills. Upward of 50 were 
thus disposed of. Among them were the follow- 
ing measures: Anthorizing the extension and im- 
provement of Lexington-avenue from Ninety- 
eighth to Ninety-ninth street; providing a new 
public bath on the East River in the vicinity of 
Eighty-thira-street; requiring landlords to give to 
monthly tenants five days’ written notice of the leas- 
ing of premises to other tenants; authorizing the use 
of steam dredges on oyster beds that have been 
legally planted, except in the water of Great South 
Bay, Queens County, and Oyster Bay, introduced 
by Mr. Fletcher, of Suffolk; prohibiting the con- 
tract labor system in reformatories whose occu- 
pants are under 16 years of age, introduced by Mr. 
Catlin and intended to correct the evils of the 


existing system, under which youthful prisoners 
can never learn more than a single branch of a 
trade; giving the Quarantine Commissioners the 
right to procure the title to a grave-yard 
on Staten Island, introduced by Mr. Brooks; regu- 
lating the standard of illuminating oils and fluids 
for the better protection of life, health, and prop- 
erty, introduced by Dr. Fenner. The bill author- 
izing the construction of a bridge across the Hud- 
son at Poughkeepsie has passed both houses and 
now goes to the Governor. 

Mr. Catlin offered a concurrent resolution, which 
went overunder the rules, fixing May 18 as the 
date of adjournment, A resolution by Mr. Tighe 
calling for the erection of the Searl appliance for 
improving the acoustic properties of the Assembly 
Chamber at an expense of $5,000 was re- 
ferred to the Ways and Means Committee. 
The concurrent resolution of Senator Boyd 
appointing a commission to investigate the con- 
tract labor system, root and branch, apd reporta 
bili to eee? so-called existing defects, was !aid 
over for consideration. Mr. Newman offered the 
bill, already iutroduced in the Senate, requiring 
veterinary practitioners to be registered in the 
County Clerks’ offices and provided with a diploma 


; issued by the New-York State Veterinary Society. 


The Senate spent half the session discussing Mr. 
Grady's bill for equalizing the salaries of police- 
men and firemen. The bill provides that privates 
in the Fire Department and patrolmen in the Po- 
lice Department shail receive $1,200 each per 
annum, payabie monthly. It also provides, in 
section 2, that Inspectors, Captains, and Ser- 
geants in the Police Department, and Chiefs of bat- 
talions, foremen, assistant foremen, engineers and 
sieamers, and assistant engineers and steamers of 
the Fire Department shall receive the same 
pay as fixed by law May 1, 1881. Mr. 
Grady advocated the bif as a measure 
of justice intended to equalize the pay of men who 
aid like duty. At present, ho said, one policeman 
gets $1.200 a year for doing precisely the same 
work done by another policeman who only gets 
Mr. Fitzgerald also advocated the 
bil. He said the entire New-York delegation in 
the Legislature was in favour of the measure, and 
there was little, if any, opposition to it amony the 
people or the press. The bill reducing the pay of 
policemen which passed the Legislature two years 
ago, nod which was called a “reform measure,” he 
said, was not the kind of reform that the tax-payers 
of New-York wanted. They did not ask that the 
salaries of underpaid firemen and policemen should 
be reduced, but that the reduction should be made 
on the higher City officers, who receive exorbitant 
pay and do little work. 

Mr. McCarthy was opposed to the measure, and 


entered into a calculation to show that it would | 


add $850,C00 per annum to the taxes of New-York 
City. Of course, he said, all the New-York delega- 
tion were in favor of it; they always were in favor 
of any measure that increased the pay of City of!- 
cers, all of whom were constituents and personal 
friends of one or wore of the delegation, It was 
frequently said that country Senators had no busi- 
ness to interfere in legislation of this kind, but he 
had been told by tax-payers in New-York that al- 
most their sole reliance and protection was on 
the good judgment and sense of justice 
of the Senators from the country districts in 
legislation affecting New-York City. He found 
while op the committee to investigate the City 
Government of New-York, two years ago, that the 
ramifications of the Municipal Government con- 
trol the expenses of the City, and tax-payers found 
it almost impossible to get any relief. The men 
who bold offices are so numerous, and their con- 
nections, political and social, so widespread, that 
they virtually controlled the City expenses and 
perpetuated their own power. He had nothing to 
say against the Police of New-York, but he was not 
aware that they were superior to the Police of any 
other city in the world. Yet they cost more 
than any other. The Police force of New-York 
ity cost its inhabitants about $265 per cap- 
ita each year, while the average cost of the 
Police force of Baltimore, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, and other American cities was only $1 20 
per capita. Who would pretend to say that the 
Police of New-York were any better than those of 
Philadelphia or Doston? Mr. Grady replied in de- 
fense of the bill. He would challenge any man to 
show an instance where any citizen of New-York 
or any newspaper had opposed the equalization of 
the pay of the force as provided in this bill, The 
bill was ordered to athird reading by 19 to 5. 

The bill authorizing the Police Commissioners to 
designate a certain number,of the force, not ex- 
ceeding 60, as detectives, who shall receive salaries 
of $1,600 each, was passed. Also, the bill opening 
the College of the City of New-York to all appli- 
cants residing in the City and stunding the exami- 
nation, whether or not they come from the public 
schools. Mr. Boyd introduced a bill forbidding, 
under penalty of impeachment and disfranchise- 
ment, any Judge, Justice, or Surrogate in tho 
from appointing to any office. or 

of trust any relative by blood 
or marriage, any employe or partner in 
business, or any person whateverin whose adminis- 
tration of the office the Judge, Justice, or Surro- 
gate would have any interest whatever. Mr. kus- 
sell introduced a bill to prevent the organization 
or the giving of permission to do business fn this 
State of any life insurance company with a capital 
less than $500,000. Mr. Koch introduced a bill re- 
quiring the elevated railroads to provide sliding 
screens, or fences of wire or other material, on the 
platforms of al! their stations, which screens or 
fences shall be closed at all times except when the 
cars are at a stand-still—the object being to pre- 
vent accidents in getting on and off the cars. The 
Senate in executive session confirmed the Gover- 
nor’s nomination of George T. Hall as Loen Com- 
missioner for Franklin County. 

The Senate Committee on Banks this evening 
agreed nnanimousiy on afavorable report of the 
bill to permit cail loans on sums over $5,000 at any 
rate of interest that may be agreed upon in writing 
between the parties. 

Legislation pertaining to Brooklyn is in a bad 
way. Notwithstanding the very forcible objec- 
tions which Mayor Low, in a recent visit to Al- 
bany, interposed to # large number of Brooklyn 
bills, their authors seem determined, if possible, to 
carry them through. Three of this class, which 
were oftered by Mr. Newman, have been engi- 
neered through the Sub-committee of the Whole, 
and will be reported to the House probabivy 
to-morrow. They are bills to authorize street 
openings and grading and paving of the 
same and one peculiar clause in them provides 
that the work may be done “ without. petition, re- 
monstrance, or advertisement,”’ A hill by A. M. 
Hannan provides for taking a Republican slice off 
the Fourth Ward of Brooklyn and adding it to the 
Democratic Second Ward. The practical effect of 
this would be to make two strong Democratic 
wards where only one now exists. Mr. 
Monk, the only Republican member from Brook- 
lyn, was called out of the Cities Committee 
to-day, ostensibly to attend to business before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, but in reality, he now 
helieves, to enable the Hannan bill to be progressed 
At all events, favorable action was 
taken upon the bill while he was gone, and when, 
upon his retarn, he discovered the factand de- 
nounced it as an outrage, Col. Murphy promptly 
declared the eommittee adjourned for the 
day. Mr. Hannan is a camp-follower of Boss 
McLaughlin, and doubtless has done his master’s 
bidding in introducing and pushing this bill. Mayor 
Low is expected to appear again here to-morrow - 
to give his views upon a street-repairing bill in 
which $200,000 is appropriated. Notwithstanding 
this bill was introduced by a Democrat, it was, Mr. 
Monk declared, prepared in the Republican De- 
partment of City Works. 

Another joint committee will need be ap- 
pointed to dispose of the Gemand of the West- 
chester Catholic Protectory for $5),000 upon 
the State funds. It seems to be the determination 
of the managers of this sectarian institution to 
establish as a right the privilege of annually 
grabbing a large sum of money from the 
State.

SAVING THE WATER. 

The plumbers have asked the Board of 
Health to rescind rule 12 of the plumbers’ regula- 
tions which requires all water-closets inside the 
house to be supplied with water from a special 
tank or cistern. and must not be-supplied directly 
from the Croton supply pipes. The matter was 


referred to Isaac Newton, Chief Engineer of the 
Croton Aqueduct, who yesterday sent his opinion 
to the beard urging them not to change tho rule, 
but to rigidly enforce it. In his communication 
Engineer Newton says: ‘The most stringent 
measures must be adopted to stop the waste of 
water in order to prevent the pressure in the mains 
from becoming still less than it now is, although 
the matter of the waste of water may not have 
been considered. The suppression of waste asa 
sanitary measure is of the first importance. The 
prevention of waste will maintain the pressure 
even if it-cannot be carried far enough to increase 
it, and this means that the supply of water on 
thousands of floors will be secured, whereas if it 
is not stopped these floors will be sure to lose it 
and the occupants will suffer all the eviis attend- 
ant upon such a state of things. Thelossof buta 
pound to the square inch of pressure may shut off 
the suppiy of water from many stories where water 
now runs,” The ruie was not repealed.

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NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


A DEBATE: ON DELEGATE CAN- 
NON’S RIGHT TO A SEAT. 

THE CONTESTED CASE FROM UTAH UNDER 
CONSIDBRATION—MR. CANNON’S Post- 
TION AS A POLYGAMIST URGED AS THE 
REASON FOR UNSEATING HIM. 

Wasxincrton, April 18.—In the House to- 
day Mr. Calkins, Chairman of the Committee on 

Elections, called uptbe Utah contested election 

case of Campbell against Cannon. Mr. Hazelton, 

of Wisconsin, was the first speaker. The commit- 
tee had waived, he sald, the question as to whether 

Mr. Cannon was a naturalized citizen, and the 

whole case had rested on the question as to 

whether or not he was disqualified on account of 
being connected with, anda champion of, the in- 
stitution of polygamy. He argued that a Delegate 
was a creature of astatute, and not of the Consti- 
tution, and that, therefore, Congress alone had 
power to fix the qualifications of Delegates. The 
minority of the eommittee held that a Delegate 
cold only be disqualified for the same reesons thata 
member could be disqualified, and on that question 
the mafority took issue with the minority, He 
described the evils of the institution of polygamy, 
asserting that it had been in open rebellion against 


the Government ever since it had first put its lust- 
ful foot upon this continent. Congress was DOW 
called upon to maintain the representative of that 
institution in power or drive him from this floor. 
He seqrenseiee no sort of American citizen- 
ship; he stood here as the _ representative 
of a polygamous Chureb, asking that Con- 
gress should continue to maintain polyg- 
amous power in a political point of view. 
Mr. Davis, of Missouri, advocated the claims of 
Cannon, contending that the House alone had no 
authority to declare what should be the disqualifi- 
cation of a Delegate, but that that power rested in 
Congress. When Mr. Cannon came here at the be- 
ginning of this session he was entitled to his seat, 
but had been arbitrarily denied the right to qualify, 
and the recent Anti-Polygamy bill had no effect 
whatever upon the claims of that gentleman. He 
koew that there was an attempt to make capital 
out of this case and that the sentiment of the 
people was opposed to the institution of 
polygamy, but he was not in favor of pro- 
ceeding illegally to exclude Cannon from 
his right to represent the -Territory of Utah. 
Mr. Thompson, of Iowa, argued in support of his 
‘lonely position” that Campbell is entitled to the 
seat, basing his argument on the fact that there is 
notbing in Gov. Murray's certificate to show that 
Campbell was a minority candidate, and contend- 
ing that he should be admitted on a prima facie 
case, 
Mr. House, of Tennessee, combatted the position 
taken inthe majority report as violating all law 
and disregarding all precedents ia claiming the 
right arbitrarily to exclude a Territory from rep- 
resentation. If the legal conelusions contained 
therein were concurred in, the next Delegate from 
Utah might be kept out of his seat because he 
took his whisky straight instead of using sugar. 
It was not a matter of small concern for Congress 
to repudiate all law and precedent and commit an 
‘act of injustice even against a Mormon. Polyg- 
amy conid not be crushed out in that way.. Anx- 
ious as ne was to see the cancerous spot of polyg- 
amy eradicated, he had felt obliged to vote against 
the Anti-Polygamy bill because it contained pro- 
visions which were more worthy of the barbarous 
spirit that marked the legislation of three centu- 
ries ago than of the enlightened civilization of the 
present age. The matter then went over for the 
day. There will be five hours’ more debate on the 
case before the previous question is demanded.

MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENTS, 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR RECOMMENDS AN 


PROPRIATION OF $2,020,000. 
Wasuinetron, April 18—The following is the 
President’s Message to Congress recommending an 
appropriation of $2,020,000 for restoring the Mis- 
sissippi levees instead of $1,010,000 heretofore re- 
commended for that purpose by the Mississippi 
Commission. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives; 

T transmit herewith a letter dated the 29th ult., 
frem the Secretary of War, inclosing copy of a 
communication from the Mississippi River Com- 
mission in which the commission reecmmends that 
an appropriation may be made of $1,010,000 for 
closing existing gaps in levees ip addition to the 
like sum for which an estimate has already been 
submitted. The subject is one of such importance 
that I deenf it proper to recommend early and 
favorable consideration of the recommendation of 
the commission. 

Having possession of and jurisdiction over ‘the 
river, Congress, with a view of improving its navi- 
gation and Se gy ny the peopie of the yalley 
from floods, haa for years caused surveys of the 
river to be made, for the purpose of acquiring 
knowledge of the laws that control {it and of its 
phenomena. By the act approved June 2%, 1879, 
the Mississippi River Commission was created, 
composed of able engineers. Section 4 of-the act 
provides that ‘“‘it shall be the duty of. said 
commission to take into consideration and mature 
such plan or plans and estimates as will correct, 
permanently locate, and deepen the channel and 
protect the banks of the Mississippi River, improve 
to the navigation 
thereof, prevent destructive floods, promote 
and facilitate commerce, trade, and the postal 
service.”’ The constitutionality of a law making 
appropriations in aid of these objects cannot be 
questioned. While the report of the commission 
submitted and the plans proposed for the river’s 
improvement seem justified, as well on scientific 
principles as by experience and the approval of the 
people most interested, I desire to leave it to the 
judgment of Congress to decide upon the best plan 
for the permanent. complete improvement of the 
river and for the protection of the valley. The im- 
mense Josses and wide-spread suffering of the 
people dwelling near the river induce me to urge 
upon Congress the propriety of not only making 
an appropriation to close the gaps in the levees 
occasioned by the recent floods, as recommended 
by the commission, but that Congress should inau- 
gurate measures for the permanent improvement 
of the navigation of the river and security of 
the valley. It may be that such a system 
of improvement would, fas it progressed, re- 
qgnire the appropriation of $20,000,000 or $30,000,- 
000, Even such an @xpenditure, extending, as it 
must, over several years, cannot be regarded as 
extravagant, in view of the immense interests in- 
volved. 

The safe and convenient navigation of the Mis- 
sissippi Is a matter of concern to all sections of the 
country, but to the North-west, with its immense 
harvests needing transportation to the sea, and to 
the inhabitants of the river valley, whose lives and 
property depend upon the prover construction of 
the safeguards which protect them from the floods, 
it is of vital importance that a well-matured and 
comprehensive plan for improvement should 
be put into operation with as litile delay 
as possible. The cotton product of the region, 
subject to the devastating floods, is a source 
of wealth to the Nation and of great importance 
in keeping the balances of trade inourfavor. It 
may not be inopportune to mention that this Gov- 
ernment has imposed and collected some $70,000,- 
000 by a tax on cotton, in the production of which 
the population of the Lower Mississippi is largely 
engaged, and it does not seem inequitable to re- 
turn a portion of this tax to those who contributed 
it, particularly as such an action will resultin an 
important gain to the country at large, and espe- 
clatly so to the great and rich States of the North- 
west and the Mississippi Valley.

THE AMERICAN PEACE CONGRESS. 
A MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT ARTHUR ON 
THE SUBJECT. 

WasuincTon, April 18,—The following Mes 


_ Sage was sent to Congress to-day: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

I send herewith a copy of the circular invitatio&, 
extended to all the independent countries of North 
and South America to participate in a general con- 
gress, to be held in the city of Washington on the 
22d day of November next, for the purpose of con- 
sidering and discussing the methods of preventing 
war between the nations of America. In giving 
this invitation I was not unaware that there ex- 
isted differences between severa! of the republics 
of South America which would militate against the 
bappy rsults which might otherwise be ex- 
pected from such an assemblage. The differences 
indicated are such as exist between Chili and Peru, 
between Mexico and Guatemala, and between tha 
States of Central America. It was hoped that 
these differences would disappear before the time 
fixed for the meeting of the congress. This hope 
has not been realized. 

Having observed that the authority of the Presi- 
dent to convene such a congress has been ques- 
tioned, I beg leave to state that the Constitution 
confers upon the President the power, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to make 
treaties, and that this provision confers the power 
to te’:e all requisite measures to {nitiate them, and 
to this end the Presid@nt may freely confer with one 
or severalCommissioners or delegates from other na- 
tions. The congress contemplated by the invitation 
could only effect any valuable result by its conclu- 
sions eventually taking the form of a treaty of 
peace between the States represented, and be- 
sides, the invitation to the States of North and 
Scuth America is merely a preliminary act of 
which constutionality, or the want of it, can hard- 
ly be affirmed. 

It has been suggested that while the inter- 
national congress would have no power to affect 
the rights of nationalities there represented, still 
congress might be unwilling to subject the exist- 
ing treaty rights of the United States on the 
Isthmus and elsewhere on the continent to be 
clouded and rendered uncertain by the expression 
of the opinions of a congress composed largely of 
interested parties. I am glad to have it in my 
power to refer tothe Congress of the United States 
as I now do, the propriety of convening the sug 
gested international congress, that | may thus be 
informed of its views, which it will be my pleasure 
to carry out. Inquiry having been made by some 
of the republics invited whether it is intended that 
this international congress shali convene, it is im- 
portant that Congress should at as early a day ag 
is convenient {Inform me by resolution or other- 
wise of its opinion in the premises. My action will 
be in harmony with such ——,

SILVER CERTIFICATES, 

WasHINGTON, April 18.—Mr. Dingley, frof 
the sub-committee of .the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency, to whom was referred that 
portion of the President’s Message relating to sil- 
ver certificates and also the pending bill toregulate 
the issue of coin certificates, submitted a report ta 
the full committee to-day in which he advocates the 
passage of the following bill: 


A BILL to suspend the issue of silver ‘certificates, 
and to limit the coinage of standard silver dol- 
lars to the requirements of the people. 

Be ti enacted, &c., That from and afterthe pas- 
sage of this act, and, until an internationai agree- 
ment on a coinage ratio for the use of silver in full 
legai tender coinage shall be made by the leading 
commercial nations; or until the equivalency of 
value between the standard silver and gold coins 
of the United States in the markets of the world 
shall be otherwise secured, the issue of silver cer- 
tificates authorized by the act of heb. 28, 1878, shall 
be suspended; provided. that the silver certificates 
now outstanding may, trom time to time, as paid 
into the Treasury, be reissued on the deposit of 
standard silver dollars. 

Seo. 2. That from and after the passage of this 
act and until an international agreement on a coin- 
age ratio tor the use of silver in full legal tender 
coinage shall be made by the leading commercial 
nations; or until the equivalency of,value between 
the standard silver and gold coins of the United 
States in the markets of the worldshall be other- 
wise secured, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
cause to be coined only such number of the stand- 
ard silver dollars authorized by the act of Feb. 28, 
1878, as may be required to supply the demand for 
actual circulation in lieu of the minimum coinag¢ 

rovided by said act.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, tncreasing cloudt- 
ness and rain, southerly winds, lower ba- 
yvometer, stationary temperature. 

The Committee on Banking and Currency 
fias received from its sub-committee the re- 
port of a bill in regard to the silver certifi- 
cates and standard dollars. It provides that 
no further issue of certificates and no fur- 
ther coinage shall be made until an inter- 
pational agreement on a coinage ratio for 
the use of silver in full legal tender 
coinage shall be made, or until ‘‘ the 
equivalency of value between the standard 
gold and silver coins of the United States 
in the markets of the world shall be other- 
wise secured.’’ The outstanding certificates 
may, however, be reissued, and silver actu- 
ally demanded for circulation may be coined. 
This is, on the whole, the most rational 
proposition made atthe present session of 
Congress, and itis highly creditable to the 
sub-committee, of which Mr. Dineuey, of 
Maine, is Chairman. We only wish that 
we could see any prospect of its adoption, 


/ The tactics of the defense of the indicted 
Members of the star route ring continue to

The Committee on Cities of the State 
fenate consists of Messrs. Grapy, McCar- 
roy, Daty, Russeuu, Covert, F. Lanstne, 
and Treanor. If we may judge from its 
treatment of Senate bill No. 164, this isa 
committee which needs watching. The bill 
in question was sent to Albany, accom- 
panied by a memorial signed by the 

Mayor, Controller, and Corporation Coun- 

sel in which its purpose was declared 

to be the clearing away of difficulties 

created by the legislation of 1880 and 1881 

in the way of the collection of taxes due by 

various railroad and other corporations to 
the City Treasury of New-York. The bill 

‘was introduced by Senator Grapy and re- 

ferred to the Committee on Cities. As in- 

troduced it dealt with all corporations in the 
same way; as reported it contained this re- 
markable exception: ‘Nothing herein 
contained shall apply to or affect the corpora- 

‘tion known as the Elevated Railway Com- 
ypany.” Considering that the corporations 

‘classed under this head are already in arrears 

‘to the amount of $1,294,956 of local taxes, 


and that they have used all available legal 


~ means to evade payment, the, section added 
to Senate bill No. 164 is simply an attempt 


to swindle the people of New-York. Con- 
sidering further that the same committee has 
reported another two bills—Nos. 119 and 120 
—commuting the payment of taxes by the 
elevated railroads in return for a percentage, 
not named, on their gross earnings, it would 
seem as if the Senate Committee on Cities 
were not unwilling to extend special favors 
to these corporations. 


Section 96 of what is known as the City 
charter, as amended by section 16, chapter 
757, Laws of 1878, declares that “no officer 
of the City Government, except the City 
Marshals, shall have or receive to his own 
use any fees, perquisites, cr commissions, 
or any percentage.”” Mr. J. NELSON 
Tappan, replying to an inquiry of 
the Controller, says that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel gave in 1874 a formal 
opinion to the effect ‘‘ that the commissions 
received by the City Chamberlain as Trustee 
for moneys deposited with him by order 
of the court in suits pending or determined 
therein and charged against the parties 
to such suits did not belong to 
the City Treasury.”” This seems to be 
a proper question for reconsideration by the 
Corporation Counsel. The law is sufiicient- 
ly explicit both in regard to its prohibition 
of the receipt of fees and its requirement 
that all such should be paid into the Treas- 
ury. But if, in spite of such provisions, 
the Chamberlain can increase the legal 
emoluments of his office by the receipt 
of commissions from money lodged with 
him by order of court, that ought to 
constitute a very good reason for relieving 
the tax-payers of New-York from a portion 
of the exorbitant salary paid to the holder 
of the totally superfluous office of Chamber- 
lain. 





Judge Biack almost outdoes Mr. Bracar 
in the intemperate violence of his denuncia- 
tion of the spirit and purposes of the pres- 
ent British Ministry in what they have done 
or attempted to do for Ireland, but the 
sketch he gave last night at the Grattan 
centenary celebration in Baltimore of 
the causes of Irish discontent had in it 
something of the eloquence of GRaTTAN 
and the fervor of O’CoNNELL joined 
to the cooler reasoning processes of a dis- 
interested foreign observer, and all arrayed 
in support of his terrible arraignment of 
British misrule in Ireland. His observa- 
tions upon the evils inseparably associated 
with the denial of the right of local self- 
government and upon the policy of 
robbery and rapacity by which English 
domination was established and has been 
maintained in Ireland are, though ruthlessly 
severe, as conspicuously just and truthful as 
his comparison of the hand of Mr. Giap- 
STONE to the sword of Henry II. is unfair 
and mistaken. But when he tells the Irish 
people that independence—#. ¢. separation 
from England—is impossible, and the English 
Parliament that Ireland will be made peace- 
ful and loyal only when she is allowed to 
make and execute her own local laws, he 
speaks words of soberness and truth such as 
are butrarely heard in this endless discussion. 


JUDGE WESTBROOK EXPLAINS. 

Judge WeEsTBROOK has written a letter to 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate to 
explain to them “‘ precisely the action taken 
by him in the proceedings” as to the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad, ‘‘and on what it 
was taken.”’ (The italics are the Judge’s.) 
The statement recites in a formal manner, 
with a show of explicitness in dates, names, 
and localities, the technical history of the 
proceedings, which are already famuliar 
to our readers. It does not contain 
a direct or implied denial of a single one of 
the various essential allegations relating to 
those proceedings made in our columns. 
On the contrary, it confirms them all. If 
the committee should kindly confine them- 
selves to the facts recounted by Judge 
WestTsroox, and should refrain from 
secking any explanation of them, or of the 
motives actuating the Attorney-General, or 
the various ‘‘ eminent counsel,’’ or the equally 
eminent stock gamblers who employed them, 
or the Judge himself, the investigation 
would be as brief as it would be agreeable 
to the accused. If, however, the committee 
should decline such a purely perfunctory 
view of its duties, and should try to find out 
the meaning of the remarkable series of 
motions, adjournments, special terms, 
&c., which on the face of the Judge’s 
statement had no result whatever except 
to employ thirty or forty lawyers, a couple 
of Receivers, and a Referee, (the Judge’s 
second cousin,) and to keep tie Judge run- 
ning up and down the Hudson River Valley 
for three or four months, then the commit- 
tee’s investigation would not be nearly so 
brief and would be far less agreeable to the 
gentlemen immediately involved. 

The committee will undoubtedly adopt 
the latter alternative. The Judge shows a 
singular confidence in both their compla- 
cency and their folly when he asks them to 
accept his statement as precisely and conclu- 
sively describing his action and its basis. 
They could not even read it without seeing 


that a great deal must lie back of it, and: 


that of a nature requiring much more 
and more definite explanation than 
the Judge vouchsafes. He simply de- 
scribes the application for Receiv- 
ers for the Manhattan and __its 
granting without opposition; the trip to 
New-York, ‘‘at the earnest request of all 
parties and counsel,’’ to fix the names of the 
Receivers; the appointment of GovLp’s 
lawyer and clerk, with Freip and Sager on 
their bonds; the suit to compel the Man- 
hattan to give up the New-York Com- 
pany’s roads, with its repeated postpone- 
ments running over three months; his 
then hastily written opinion in the case, 
which he came to New-York to read 
to the parties in interest, summoned 
by telegraph to meet him in Gouxp’s office; 
his other meeting with the same parties in 
the same place in regard to the issue of Re- 
ceivers’ certificates, and finally the proceed- 
ings by which all these actions were sudden- 
ly abandoned, the Manhattan was taken out 
of the hands of the Receivers, and the prop- 
erty turned over to the Gould-Field-Sage 
combination, who had been carrying on 
this apparently aimless series of legal 
controversies, in which the Judge was a 
mere puppet, jumping now one way and 
now another as the gamblers pulled the 
strings. He does not show even a plausible 
motive for the part he himself took, or the 
slightest attempt to discover the interests or 


the rights of the public in the matter, or 
any justification for his extraordinary zeal 
in proceedings which, on his own state- 
ment of them, were plainly factitious and 
prima facie, collusive and fraudulent. He 
was asked to adjudge the Manhattan Com- 
pany insolvent, and he did so; to entertain 
a motion to deprive it of one-half its source 
of income, and he did so, keeping it in sus- 
pense for three months; to permit its Re- 
ceivers to issue certificates, and he did so; 
to decide that the company was solvent, and 
he did that. In the meantime the men who 
were carrying on this farce of litigation, by 
means of which Manhattan stock was ham- 
mered down to a fraction of its previous 
price on the Stock Exchange, had got  pos- 
session of that stock, and the Judge’s final 
and equally precipitate action enabled them 
to ‘bull’? what they had just ‘‘beared.”’ 
This was ‘‘a consummation,’”’ to borrow 
Judge WHrstTBroox’s language, ‘ which 
satisfies every party to the action and the 
State;’’ but, then, all the ‘‘parties to the 
action’’ were also parties to the Wall-street 
‘‘deal,’’? and the State was represented by 
an Attorney-General who shamelessly played 
into their hands. ‘‘The property of no 
one,’’ adds the Judge, ‘‘has been taken, but 
a great. property has been rescued from 
bankruptcy and destruction.’’ But the very 
property referred to was taken from those 
who were forced to sell it at the price fixed, 
through the Judge’s aid, by GouLp and his 
partners, and it was afterward ‘‘rescued”’ 
only for the benefit of the same unscrupu- 
lous swindlers. ‘This is the first 
instance,’’ concludes Judge WEsTBROOK, 
‘known to the law where  com- 
plaint is made that judicial action has saved, 
and not ruined, vast interests.’’ It will be 
the duty of the committee to discover, if they 
can, whose interests were saved and whose 
were ruined by the astounding judicial 
action which its author recounts. When 
they have done that they may find the key 
to the action itself. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

There is an evident disposition in both 
houses of Congress to make liberal provi- 
sion for the improvement of the Mississippi 
River. The House Committee on Com- 
merce has included an item of $4,123,000 in 
the River and Harbor Appropriation bill, 
to be expended in improvements between 
the head of the passes and the mouth of the 
Tilinois River, under the direction of the 
War Department and in accordance with 
the plans and estimates of the Mississippi 
River Commission. There is an independ- 
ent bill in the Senate having substantially 
the same purpose and contemplating an ap- 
propriation of $6,000,000. This has been 
under discussion for two days, and yester- 
day Senator Harrison, of Indiana, presented 
very clearly the distinction between a 
national work for the improvement 
of navigation and a scheme _ involv- 
ing as one of its purposes the pro- 
tection of lands in the _ several 
States along the river. Both the pending 
bills contain a proviso forbidding the use of 
the funds to be appropriated for the con- 
struction or repair of levees intended ex- 
clusively to prevent injury to lands by over- 
flow, ‘‘unless,’’ in the language of the House 
bill, ‘in the judgment of the commission it 
should be done in connection with the object 
of improving the navigation and deepening 
the channel.”” This proviso is sufficiently 
indefinite in its terms to allow almost any- 
thing to be done in the way of ‘“‘ incidental 
protection.’’ 

No one can object to the protection of 
property against injuries from overflow if it 
is the result of work carried on with sole 
reference to improving the channel for navi- 
gation by the best and most effective 
methods, but the protection of property 
within the States, either directly or incident- 
ally, can hardly form a part of the object to 
which the expenditures of the national 
Government are applied. Though the con- 
struction of levees enters into the plan 
of the commission for improving the 
river, its object is to aid in confining 
and deepening the channel, and it should be 
restricted to that object. If once the prin- 
ciple is admitted that Government work 
may be diverted from its main purpose 
with a view to promoting local objects, 
however desirable in themselves, no well- 
defined limit can be set to the demands for 
improvements and benefits which it is no 
part of the business of the Government to 
furnish, The value of the levee sys- 
tem, though a prominent feature of the 
plans of the commission as a means 
of improving navigation simply, is seriously 
questioned. Before appropriations are made 
on the liberal scale proposed its merits ought 
to be thoroughly considered and _ the 
methods of applying the funds to be ap- 
propriated should be clearly defined. Repre- 
sentative Gipson, in a letter recently pub- 
lished in New-Orleans, says that the mem- 
bers of the commission, when testifying be- 
fore the Committee on Commerce, ‘held 
that jetties in the bed of the river and perme- 
able mattresses to protectits banks, andan un- 
broken line of levees on the banks, madestable, 
were necessary tO improve the navigation 
and deepen the channel of the river.’’ Sen- 
ator HARRISON yesterday quoted from the 
latest report of the commission in support 
of the position that levees were not essential 
to the work of improving the channel for 
purposes of navigation. It is desirable to 
have some definite conclusion established on 
this point. 

The President’s Message recommending a 
special appropriation of over $2,000,000 
for restoring the broken levees assumes 
that the protection of ‘‘the people of 
the valley,’’ or, more strictly speaking, their 
property, from floods is a legitimate part of 
the duty of the Government, and he thinks 
that the constitutionality of a law making 
appropriations for that purpose ‘‘ cannot be 
questioned.’’ It is very seriously ques- 
tioned, nevertheless, but aside from the 
question of constitutionality it would be a 
matter of doubtful expediency for the gen- 
eral Government to undertake to relieve the 
people of the States along the Mississippi Riv- 
er from the task of reclaiming, improving, and 
protecting lands from which they, and 
they alone, derive direct benefit. These 
matters of improving navigation and of 
protecting lands should be kept distinctly 
apart. The one is clearly a function of the 
general Government, the other as clearly 
belongs to the people and localities directly 
concerned. So far as the legitimate im- 
provement of the channel of the river 
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for purposes of navigation may serve 
also to prevent overflows, the people may 
ungrudgingly be allowed all the benefit 
of prompt and expeditious work. There are 
persons who have made a study of the river 
problem who maintain that a continuous 
system of levees intended to confine the 
channel would do more harm than good. 
In their opinion it would have a tendency to 
raise continually the level of the river’s bed 
and necessitate periodical additions to the 
height and strength of the levees, at the 
same time increasing the destructive power 
of overflows ifthe bounds should at any time 
give way or be overwhelmed. These persons 
as a rule advocate a system of outlets into 
large basins which would not only tempo- 
rarily receive the surplus waters, but would 
present wide areas to be fertilized by the 
sediment of the stream. What merit there 
may bein this idea, or the broader one of 
controlling and utilizing the overflow gen- 
erally along the river for fertilization, is a 
matter for discussion, but the immediate 
question for the Government is that 
merely of improving the channel for 
purposes of navigation. 
most effectually done by dredging and by a 
system of jetties and wicker mattresses for 
holding the sediment and building up firm 
banks, and if the sole or main purpose of 
levees is the protection of low lands, then a 
distinct separation of the two objects should 
be made, and each should be dealt with on 
its merits. The one comes within the prov- 
ince of the general Government, and may 
rightly be claimed to involve national inter- 
ests and benefits, but it is a question whether 
the other has any national bearing in a legal 
and constitutional sense. 


THE SOU1H CAROLINA TRIALS. 


Three persons have been convicted in the 
United States Circuit Court for South Caro- 
lina of obstructing a Federal Supervisor in 
the performance of his duty. These men 
are JosepH Batss, J. E. Gaypen, and J. B. 
JAMES, and they were Managers of an elec- 
tion held in Acton Precinct, Richland Coun- 
ty, 8. C. They were charged with prevent- 
ing Supervisor Kang from examining the 
ballot-box used at the election in order that 
he might see if it was empty before the 
voting began. They were also charged 
with having placed in the  bal- 
lot-box certain ballots that had not 
been voted. The verdict of the jury 
is somewhat in the nature of a compromise. 
The first count in the indictment—that in 
regard to obstructing the Supervisor—is 
sustained. The second count, which 
charges the defendants with ‘‘stuffing’’ the 
ballot-box, was not sustained by the verdict. 
The evidence as to the first charge was di- 
rect and conclusive. That regarding the 
second charge was wholly circumstantial 
and presumptive. But there was no doubt 
that a large number of illegal ballots were 
placed in the bex with intention to defraud, 
It is tolerably clear that the defendants were 
party to this fraud. If they did not place 
these ballots in the box, they must have 
known who did put them there. 

The evidence shows that there was a great 
deal of hugger-mugger with ballot-boxes at 
the Acton Precinct on election day. The 
Supervisor of Elections was not allowed to 
look inside of the box that was used, and 
there was a change of boxes after the pro- 
ceedings began. When the poll was closed, 
several packages of ballots, printed on 
thin tissue paper and tied with strings, 
were found in the ballot-box. An ex- 
amination of the inner side of the 
sliding lid of the box showed loops of string 
from which, it is fairly presumable, the ille- 
gal ballots were dropped by some con- 
trivance, after the box had been closed. It 
is not pretended that these ballots were not 
found in the box, nor that they were law- 
fully placed there, nor that they were any- 
thing but batlots belonging to the party 
for which the Election Managers were 
the active agents. It was attempted, how- 
ever, to throw upon Supervisor Kane the 
responsibility for this tampering with the 
ballot-box. This was not successful, as the 
verdict shows, but it may have had the 
effect to divert from the real culprits the 
conviction which they seemed to have de- 
served. The men who refused to allow the 
Federal Supervisor to examine the box were 
the most likely persons to have known that 
the box was stuffed. 

If this has not been a political trial, (and At- 
torney-General BREWSTER has insisted that, 
so far as his department is concerned, poli- 
tics does not enter into the cases,) it is not the 
fault of the defendants and their friends. 
The men who made the appointment of the 
local Election Managers were Democrats. 
The Managers were Democrats. The illegal 
ballots were Democratic, and nobody but 
Democrats could profit by the conspir- 
acy which was proved to exist. Not- 
withstanding this, there were two Demo- 
crats on the jury. This was taken by many 
as conclusive of a disagreement of the jury. 
Nevertheless, a sealed verdict of ‘ guilty’ 
was signed by each juryman and handed in, 
and the jury discharged. Subsequently 
these two Democrats were bull-dozed by 
their political associates into declaring that 
they agreed to the verdict under a misap- 
prehension of the facts. It was too late. 
The verdict had been recorded and the jury 
discharged. It is not unlikely that these 
weak brethren knew very well, when they 
compromised betwixt their consciences and 
their fears, that their tardy disavowal of the 
verdict would not change the result. 

It is very much to be regretted that in a 
trial of this importance the case for the 
Government should have been managed 
with much maladroitness, to use the mild- 
est phrase. Attorney-General BREwsTER has 
been compelled to address one or two sharp 
reminders to District Attorney MELTON, who 
has had charge of the Acton case, assisted by 
Mr. Dauuias Sanvers, of Philadelphia. It was 
thought necessary to tell Mr. Me.Ton that 
these were not political cases, and that they 
must be pushed with all the power of the 
Department of Justice. Then it was need- 
ful that the manner of the preparation of 
the indictments should be criticised, and 
complaints of a failure of official ste- 
nographers to discharge their duties were or- 
dered to be investigated. Finally, the 
address of District Attorney MELTON 
tu the jury, although described as 
very eloquent, was rubbishy and weak 
in its plea for tolerance for a South 
Carolinian who was compelled to prosecute 
‘his friends and neighbors. In the ‘* elo- 
quent” part of the address there was a ereat 
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deal of Menton and of. South Carolina, 
and a very little of anything else. But the 
evidence of the guilt of the defendants was 
overwhelm jing, and in at least one case 
retribution has overtaken some of the 
wicked men who have so long exulted in 
their ability to control the political destinies 
of South Carolina by corrupting the ballot. 
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ITALIAN FINANCES. 


The long series of years during which 
there was always a deficit in the Italian 
budget and the Government was forced, not 
only to borrow money at 10 per cent., but 
to resort to such doubtful expedients as sell- 
ing its railways and seizing upon the prop- 
erty of the Church, naturally made a very 
unfavorable impression upon the civilized 
world. There were many men who hailed 
with enthusiasm the establishment of the 
Italian monarchy, but who, a few years 
later, were reluctantly inclined to believe 
that the Italian people had made a mistake, 
and that their freedom and independence 
had been too dearly purchased at the cost of 
taxation so heavy as to be almost unbearable. 
The budget for 1880 marked the turning point 
in the financiat history of the new kingdom. 
Instead of the annual deficit, the Minister 
was able to promise a small surplus, and 
the event proved that he was right. When, 
however, he announced in the budget for 
1881 an expected surplus of 8,000,000f., it 
was thought that he was far too sanguine, 
and many Italian statesmen maintained 
that it was doubtful.if a small deficit could 
be avoided. Theaccounts for the fiscal year 
have now been closed and Minister Mac- 
LIANT has. had the proud satisfaction of in- 
forming the Chamber that, so far from 
being too sanguine, he had largely under-es- 
timated the actual amount of the surplus, 
which had proved to be 49,000,000f., and 
would have reached 59,000,000f. had not an 
extraordinary expenditure of 10,000,000. 
been voted. 

These figures were not the only cheerful 
feature of the Minister’s statement. He 
showed that the surplus of 49,000,000f. was 
due only in small part to reductions in out- 
lay, but that 43,000,000f. of it was the excess 
of income above that of the previous year. 
The taxes and Customs duties had yielded 
82,000,000f. of this increased income, thus 
showing an increased prosperity on the part 
of tax-payers and a growth of trade. The 
imports of Italy had increased 52,000,000f. 
and her exports 63,000,000f. The meaning 
of these figures is unmistakable. Italy has 
not only reached a point where she can live 
within her income, but her domestic and 
foreign trade is increasing with great rapid- 
ity. There is every reason to believe that 
unless she becomes involved in war, her 
annual surplus will steadily increase, her 
debt will be paid, and at no distant day the 
taxes can be decreased so as to greatly 
lighten the burden that now presses on the 
people. 

The completion of the work of abolish- 
ing the forced paper currency and the re- 
moval of what remains of the grist tax are 
promised by Signor Macrranr. He does 
not, however, promise any immediate and 
large reduction, either of the public debt or 
of taxes other than the grist tax. During 
the last fiscal year the Treasury bonds in 
circulation were reduced from 218,000, 000f. 
to 185,000,000f., but, of course, no impor- 
tant reduction of the vast public debt has 
been possible. During the coming year the 
greater part of the anticipated surplus will 
be appropriated for Army expenditures, and 
though the income will doubtless be larger 
than it has ever been before, Signor Mag- 
LIANI will be satisfied with an actual surplus 
of about 20,000, 000f. 

It is easy for Americans, who have no 
need of an Army, tocondemn Italy for lavish- 
ing money on an Army that on paper amounts 
to over a million and a quarter of men. 
It must be said, however, that this Army is 
managed with great economy, and costs less 
per head than the Army of any one of the 
other great powers, excepting Russia. There 
are only about 166,000 men actually with 
the colors, though every able-bodied Italian 
under 40 and over 18 has either passed 
through the drill which is necessary to make 
him an efficient soldier or is now passing 
through it. Occupying a position between 
France and Austria, and having interests 
in Africa that may at any moment lead toa 
conflict with some powerful European State, 
it is absolutely necessary to Italy’s inde- 
pendence that she should be strong both on 
sea and land. There is an almost universal 
argument among the Italian people that 
more money must be spent on the Army 
than has hitherto been spent if it is to be 
brought to the highest state of efficiency, 
and that the reconstruction of the Navy 
that has been in progress since the advent 
of the Liberals to power must goon. In 
this the Italians are undoubtedly right, for 
the surest way to save the country from war 
is to make her so strong that no other nation 
will wish to begin a conflict with her. 

In spite of the encouraging condition of 
Italian finances it must not be forgotten that 
Italy, at the next general election, is to pass 
under the political control of a class which 
has hitherto had little if any share in the 
Government. It has been the middle class 
which has carried Italy through her long 
years of financial distress. The clear-headed, 
patriotic citizens who form this class,and who 
have hitherto constituted the great majority 
of the holders of the suffrage, had the courage 
to accept the burden of taxation which was 
necessary and to steadily support the states- 
men who refused to reduce the taxes in ac- 
cordance with the clamor of demagogues. 
The next Parliament must be largely made 
up of men who owe their election to voters 
much less intelligent than those of the 
middle class. It remains to be seen whether 
the future financial measures of Italy are to 
be dictated by intelligent and unselfish pa- 
triotism or by a desire on the part of the 
Deputies to please the least intelligent of 
their constituents. , 


The career of the Forp brothers, slayers 
of Jesse JAMES, becomes more and more 
checkered. On Monday the young men 
were brought into court, arraigned for mur- 
der, pleaded guilty, were sentenced to be 
hanged May 19, and were straightway par- 
doned by Gov. CRITTENDEN. This was 
“‘rushing business,” as our picturesque 
Western reporters would say. But the par- 
don, although signed by the Governor at the 
State capital, lingers on its way to St. Joseph, 
where the Forps languish in duress. Mean- 
time, a new charge, that of having murdered 


one Woop Hirsz, of the James gang, is 


brought against them and the lately joyful 


brothers are somewhat depressed. Gov. 
CRITTENDEN’S pardon is supposed to have 
been promised in advance, as an incentive 
for the Forps to kill James. The Gov- 
ernor has discharged hjs part of the obliga- 
tion with great celerity, not to say precipi- 
tation.. But it is not possible that Gov. 
CRITTENDEN agreed to grant the Forps 
complete amnesty for all past offenses. The 
pardon for the murder of JAMES does not 
cover any other killings of which these gen- 
tle youths may have been guilty. In the 
good old days the favorites of power used 
to carry signed pardons about them when 
they contemplated crime. The Forp boys 
have, somehow, missed a figure in their cal- 
culations. 


It may well be doubted if it is worth while 
to increase the number of lawyers in the 
United States, but there is no question that it {s 
very desirable to raise the standard of legal edu- 
cation and equipment. Moreover, there is a pre- 
vailing sentiment in the community that the 
liberal and complete education of lawyers is caleu- 
lated to raise the standard of professional morals 
as well as of professional ability. Convictions of 
this nature have no doubt had their effect in se- 
curing the generous co-operation of individuals in 
the recent efforts of the Law School of Harvard 
University to raise materially the standard 
of professional education, Instead of eighteen 
months, the school now requires a three 
years’ course of study and a series of 
rigid examinations before admitting any person 
to its degree. The number of instructors and of 
Professors has been increased and additional 
courses of lectures have been established. To aid 
in effecting these improvements two important 
donations have just been made to the schoo!—one 
of a hundred thousand dollars for the erection 
of a suitable building, and another of similar 
amount for endowing the new Professorship to 
which Mr. 0. W. Hotmzs, Jr., has been recently 
appointed. An effort is now making to supple- 
ment these liberal gifts by a competent fund for Im- 
proving and increasing the law library. The smallest 
sum adequate to this purpose isa hundred thousand 
dollars, though there is no question that twice that 
amount could be usefully appliea. The object 
appeals not merely to the gentlemen who have en- 
joyed the advantages of the Law School, and have 
pleasant recollections of it, but with equal force to 
that unlimited class who are interested in the in- 
telligent and incorrupt administration of the law. 
There are few of that class, having the ability, who 
lack the inclination to aid in the plans for perfect- 
ing a library which will make accessible to the dili- 
gent and ambitious student—be he pupil or Pro- 
fessor—all the weapons and instruments for en- 
forcing rights and redressing grievances that are 
known to the jurisprudence of civilization, It will 
certainly be no drawback upon the movement to 
which we have referred to mention that 
ex-Judge Henry E. Howianp, Mr. Justice James 
T. Kirsrets, ex-Judge Wrrr1am G. Croats, of the 
United States District Court, and his successor, 
Judge Apprson Brown, are all graduates of the 
Harvard Law School. Many of our eminent law- 
yers figure on the same catalogue. Mr. Dorman B. 
Eaton; Mr. Joszpx H. CHoate; three, at least, of 
the Srpewicks, so well known for their valuable 
contributions to the literature of the law, and 
others of hardly less reputation have a place there 
in the line of the LL. B’s. Mr. Writ M. 
Evarts, some time a pupil in the school, 
became ultimately an LL. D, as did also his pred- 
ecessor in the Department of State, Mr. Ham1iton 
Fisu. It is not without significance that Mr. Jonn 
Jacop Astor was a pupil of the school as long ago 
as 1842, and we presume that Mr. Austrn Corsin 
is not indifferent to the singular distinction of being 
the only banker in the City of New-York who has 
been honored with a baccalaureate from the Law 
School of Harvard University. Under the auspices 
of such names there is no reason to apprehend any 


difficulty in securing the result desired.

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

** T) Africaine” was repeated at the Acad- 
emy of Music last evening, with the substitution of 
Mile. Rossini as Selika and Signor Ravelli as Vasco 
diGama. The opera with this cast has been al- 
ready noticed, and does not call for further re- 
mark, except to state the fact that Mille. Rossini 
has improved on every occasion in which she has 
had an opportunity to make it evident that she is 
by nature a dramatic soprano. She sang and act- 
ed beautifully last night. Inall matters of detail 
the opera was presented with the same claboration 
and finish that have been repeatedly commended. 

To-night Mr. Mapleson announces his first per- 
formance this season of Meyerbeer’s ‘* Robert le 
Diable,”’ with a cast which includes Signor Cam- 
panini as Robert, Signor Novara as Bertram, Miss 
Juch as Isabella, Mme. Cavallazzi as Elene, and 
Mme. Hauk as Alice. This opera is but seldom 
presented, for its demands are too great for any- 
thing less than a very strong company, and ac- 
cordingly its revival will be interesting. What. 
ever adverse criticisms may be made 
of the composer, it is not a matter of 
question that he was a writer of strong 
individuality and invested his works with power and 
attractive qualities that never fail to excite atten- 
tive interest. After he had been adopted by arich 
banker, Meyer, whose name he added to his own 
original title of Beer, he wrote several operas in 
German and Italian before he went to France, 
where he was called, by M. dela Rochefoucauld, 
the King’s Minister. It was in Paris that ‘“ Robert 
le Diable’ was written and produced at the Royal 
Academy of Music, Nov. 20, 1831. The 
east included Nvouvrit as Robert, Levasseur 
as Bertram, Mme. Damoreau as Isabella, Mile. 
Dorus as Alice, and Taglioni as Elene. There are 
a number of stories connected with the first repre- 
sentation of the opera. Itis stated on good au- 
thority that after the scene was finished and the 
parts distributed it was thought best to change the 
réle of Bertram from a baritone, as originally writ- 
ten, to a bass, and that Meyerbeer made the trans- 
position. When it had been well rehearsed the com- 
poser objected to the beautiful scenery that had 
been provided on the ground that it would detract 
from the interest the audience would otherwise 
take in the music. A few days before the evening 
of the first performance, the representative of the 
réle of Isabella announced that she was entitled to 
a vacation of two months, and cou'd only be 
induced to remain by the extra payment of 
19,000f. Then the cornet players, the brothers 
Gambetti, who had some exceptional work to do 
in the fifth act, discovered at the last moment that 
they could not play without an increase of salary. 
It was about four months before the opera was 
finally produced. Its success was assured, and 
notwithstanding some unfortunate eontretemps, 
it won instant favor, and has ever since helda 
prominent place in the répertoire of the best ar- 
tists. Its performance to-night ought to be fine, 
for the cast is a strong one.

IRELAND'S WRONGS AND RIGHTS, 


JUDGE JERE 8. BLACK’S ADDRESS at THE 
GRATTAN CENTENNIAL IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, April 18.—There was a very 
large attendance at the Concordia Opera-house to. 
night to heara speech from Judge Jere S. Black, 
of Pennsylvania, on the Irish question. The occa 
sion was the celebration of the centenary of Grab 
tan’s declaration of Irish independence. Mayor 
Whyte, of Baltimore, presided, anu all the Irish so- 
cleties of the city were present in regalia, with fulf 
bands of music. There was much enthusiasm man: 


ifested, and Judge Black was frequently interrupt- 
ed by loud cheers and applause. There were sev- 
eral speeches made besides that of Judge Blac 
among the speakers being Mr. W. E. Robinson, o! 
New-York, and Congressman Ford, of Missouri. 
Judge Black claimed that Ireland, during her 
seven centuries of political bondage, had been de- 
nied, with one short interval excepted, the right of 
local self-government. In consequence she was 
oppressed, degraded, insulted, steeped in poverty. 
to the very lips, and overwhelmed with afflictions. 
There was no real union between England and 
Ireland, and never was; they were “pinned to- 
gether with bayonets.” If the Irish had been in- 
terior to the race which trampled them down, 
their fate would seem less hard, but intel- 
lectually and morally they were superior. 
The most shocking part of the _ story 
was the deliberate and long-continued effort of 
England to darken the mind of Ireland. Made un- 
able by the confiscation of the land and the land- 
lord system toearna living by agriculture, the 
Irish tried commerce and manufactures, but bright 
hopes were dispelied by penal legislation. They 
tried fighting, and each defeated effort to ‘richt 
themselves was made an excuse for the infliction 
of new outrages. Their claim for American sym- 
pathy could not be disputed. While this sympaths 
could not be shown by coming between Engiand 
and her subjects by any kind of force or violenc 
there were ways well understood of giving mo 
comfort and material aid which break no law. 
Judge Black then reviewed the operations and 
prosecution of the Land League and the proceed’ 
ings under the Coercion act, and concluded at 
follows: ; 
“What is to be the final outcome of the struz. 
gle? It needs no —— to foresee that Ireland 
is doomed to total destruction if she be not sup- 
ported and sustained by strength outside of her 
own. Butif we, the American people, shall per- 
form our duties fairly well, and if our Government 
shall not attempt to shirk its public responsibilities, 
the hone js a reasonable one that some of us now 
here may live to see Ireland * redeemed, regenerat- 
ed, and disenthralled.’ a4 
“It seems to me that the friends of Ireland, at 
home as well as here, have very indefinite ideas of 
the ultimate purpose they are seeking to attain. 
Of course, they all desire to save their country. 
But what is salvation? In what form, or by what 
means is it expected to come? How would they ga 
about to restrain misrule, protect life, secure lib- 
erty, and prevent labor from being robbed of the 
bread it earns? These are questions upon which 
there is a painful diversity of opinion and. iflam 
not mistaken, a vagueness of thought, which great- 
ly weakens the movement. I will not presume te 
advise them, but it is manifest that they should 
demand nothing extravagant or unreasonable; 
nothing which it is impossible to get; 
nothing unjust, communistic, or agrarian; 
nothing which could affect injuriously the richts of 
gerne nothing, in short, except what ought to 
e yielded. What, then, should they specify ag 
their defined object? Not independence. That is 
impossible; you might as well reach for the moon 
and hope to pullit down. Those two islands will 
never be politicaily separated, and it is not by any 
means ceriain that they ought to be. But local 
self-government is another thing. It is the interest 
of England, as well as her duty, to grant that. If 
the Irish people were in full possession of the right 
to administer their own domestic affairs they could 
perform their duties to the empire a thousand 
times better than now. They would be the prida 
and the strength of England; not wnat they are— 
the weakness, the misfortune, and the shame, 
When we consider how easily, cheaply, and safely 
this unspeakabie benefit mignt be bestowed, it ig 
literally amazinz to see it withheld. It is but erecting 
one or more political corporations, which you may 
call States or Territories or Provinces. to make, ad- 
minister, and execute laws upon subjects which 
concern nobody but themselves, and with such lim- 
itations upon the power as may seem necessary ta 
prevent its possible abuse. If this, coupled with a 
satisfactory adjustment of land tenures, would not 
start Ireland on acareer of peace and prosperity, 
then all history is false, all experience delusive, 
and all Leone ee a woven tissue of lies. Yet the 
average Englishman cannot hear of home rule for 
Ireland without becoming infuriated, and if he 
happens to be ciothed with a little brief authority 
he talls to killing and kidnapping right and left 
whenever he can find men with spirit and principle 
enough to express opinions in its favor. This in- 
sane animosity cannot last much longer. But po- 
litical freedom can scarcely exist fora people sub- 
ie to the personal bondage of the Irish land- 
ord system. Can that be abolished without vio- 
lating honor and justice or breaking over the legal 
defenses of property? Let us see what can or 
cannot be done in that direction. It is a mere true 
ism to say that the land belongs to the owners, 
The title isin the landlords, and cannot be ques- 
tioned with any decent show of truth. To take it 
from them and give it to the tenants would be 
naked robbery, not in the least mitigated by the 
consideration that the tenants need it and the land. 
lords can live without it. The Eighth Commanu 
ment is addressed alike to the poor and the rich.”

BOSTON CHURCH-GOERS. 


THE ATTENDANCE AT THE 
CHURCHES LAST SUNDAY. 
Boston, April 18.—A census of the churches 
was taken Sunday by representatives of the Adver- 
liser. It shows a total attendance at the several] 
services at all the churches and religious societies~ 
about 25¢ in number—of 124,909. This was dix 
vided as follows: At the Baptist churches, 
15,775; Congregational, 805; Congregational 
Trinitarian, 15,003; Episcopal, 12,040; Luther- 
an, 591: Methodist Episcopal, 9,336; Method. 
ist, (colored,) 2,058; Presbyterian, 3,300; 
Roman Catholic, 49.337; Swedenborgian, 530; Uni- 
tarian, 9,326; Universalist, 2,337; non-sectarian, 
882; union, 775; misceilaneous, 2,356. The censug 
is as accurate as could be secured. In several 
cases an exact count was not possible, but in such 
careful estimates were made on a partial count. 
The Advertiser says: ‘Making a large allowance 
for those who attended more than one session on 
Sunday, it is safe to estimate that upward of 100,- 
000 separate persons, or more than one-fourth of 
the whole population of Boston, were present at 
church on that day. This number presents only 
the average attendance. In many cases the ab 
sence of Pastors, notably the Methodist preacherg 
who were at Conference, reduced the attendance, 
but, on the other hand, the weather was fine. Con 
sequentiy, while the separate statements of each 
church may not show the facts which might be 
necessary for a fair comparison between them, thd 
aggregate attendance at all the churches wag 
quite up to the average. The figures of tne¢ 
attendance at the Catholic cnurches § aré 
below the actual attendance at all tha 
services in these churches, for it was not possible 
to obtain, except in one or two instances, 4 returi 
of the attendance at early mass. In reality the 
number of persons wko entered Roman Catholia 
ehurches for purpose of worship on Sunday felJ 
only 4 few thousand below that of the gross at 
tendance at all the other churches combined.

ENFORCING A SUNDAY LAW.

THE METHOD TO BE FOLLOWED IN CINCI® 
NATI~—LIQUOR-DEALERS’ OPPOSITION. 
Cincinnati, April 18.—Mayor Means has de 
cided upon the course which he will pursue in en- 
forcing the new Sunday law. His proclamation 
has not been issued yet, but toa reporter he to- 
day said: “I propose to enforce the law. If I 
were to use my own pleasnre and only enforce 
such laws as I thought best, it would be the same 
as making the law myself. I might in that way 
make myself in a very short time a very popular 
or unpopular man. It is my duty, as the Mayor cf 
the city, to enforce this law,and Iam bound to 
do it. Ido not propose to have the violators of 
the law arrested on Sunday. I shall have the Po- 
lice instructed to take down the names of ail per- 
sons who violate the law next Sunday. Warrants 
will then be issued for them, and they will be 
uietly arrested the next day and taken before the 
olice Court, where Judge Higley wiil dispose of 
them. I[ do not intend to throw the city into 
a state of excitement by making the ar- 
rests on Sunday, and, besides, I don’t 
think we have the right to arrest a 
man without @ Warrant in his own house.” The 
General Committee appointed by the sa!oon-keep- 
ers and brewers to recommend a course of action 
have been in session ali day, but they are not yet 
prepared to make a report. It is probable that 
their recommendation will be followed . by saloon. 
keepers generaliy, and it is certain that they will 
favor opposition to the law. The form in which 
opposition can be made the more effective is the 
point upon which the committee is still in doubt.

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PROPOSED CLUB CHANGES 


MES 
RUMORS OF DIFFICULTIES IN THE 
NEW-YORK CLUB. 
CONSOLIDATION WITH THE TURF CLUB 8UG- 

GESTED—SOME ACCOUNT OF THE GROWTH 


OF ONE OF THE OLDEST CLUBS IN 
NEW- YORK. 


Ithas been rumored among club men for 
some weeks past that a movement ison foot to 
wind upthe affairs of the New-York Club and 
merge it into the Turf Club. Precisely what has 
given rise to these stotements it is difficult to ascer- 
tain. By some it is said that the club is financially 
embarrassed, but this is emphatically denied by its 
President, Mr. Frederick E. Gibert. Others aver 
that the necessity for moving, which is entailed on 
the club by the fact that the lease of its house on 
Twenty-fifth-street at the junction of Broadway and 
Fifth-avenue, expires a year from next May and 
cannot be renewed, is the cause of the trouble; 
While others still assert that the existence of the 
clubis imperiled by the contemplated retirement 
from the office of President of Mr. Gibert, who has 
held that office continuously for nearly 12 years, or 
since the reorganization of the club in May, 
1870. Mr. Gibert recently announced his intention 
to retire, and expressed the wish that Mr. William 
R. Garrison should succeed him, but some of the 


club members will not listen to this proposition, 
although others are willing to aceept it, and the 
eonsequence is that two tickets have been pre- 
pared for the coming annual election, which takes 
lace next month. One of these tickets, designated 
n the club vernacularas “the regular,” is headed 
with Mr Gibert’s name, and the other, or ‘‘oppo- 
Sition,”’ with that of Mr. William R. Garrison. 

As was intimated at the outset, it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to determine at this time which 
of the theories just outlined is the correct one, but 
there seems little reason to. doubt that trouble of 
some kind exists in the club. Nor can 
there be any question that the subject of 
merging this club into the Turf Club has 
been discussed by jmembers on each side, 
though it does not appear that the matter has, as 
yet, taken the shape of a formal proposition from 
the officers of the New-York Club. The officers of 
the Turf Club are reticent on the subject, but they 
say that no distinct proposition has been made to 
them. Mr. Frederick E. Gibert, who was found 
yesterday morning at his residence, corner of Fifth- 
avenue ana Thirty-first-street, said to a Times re- 

orter that no such step as merging the 
New-York Club into the Turf Club was 
contemplated, and that no proposition having that 
end in view had been either broached or consid- 
ered. ‘In fact,’ said he, **that is the last place 
we should think of going.”” He also denied that 
there was any intention entertained by the mem- 
bers of the club to wind un its affairs. The club, 
he said, was never in better financial condition, and 
it needed nothing to perpetuate its existence but 
the infusion of a little young blood. 

When asked whether he could aceount for the 
origin of these rumors, he answered: ‘‘I cannot, 
except, perhaps, from the fact that having become 
tired of the duties of President, which I have dis- 
charged ever since the reorganization of the club, 
[recently announced my intention to retire. I ex- 

ressed a desire to have my old friend, Mr. William 
R. Garrison, elected to succeed me, but he 
wants me to continue. However, | am resolved 
to give it up. As matters now stand, two tickets 
have been prepared, the regular one with my name 
for President, and the opposition, with Mr. Garri- 
s0n’s name for President. However, the result 
will be that Mr. Garrison will be elected, and that 
the club wil! go on the same as before.”’ 

Concerning the rumor that the club will have to 
give up its present house, Mr. Gibert said: ‘Oh, 
well, that is true, but the lease does not expire 
until a year from next May. When we took the 
premises we could lease for only nine, instead of ten 
years, because the property is part of an estate be- 
longing to minors. {tis required, I suppose, at the 
time indicated for the purposes of division.”’ 

Amember of the New-York Club said he had 
heard the subject of merging with the Turf Club dis- 
cussed informaliy by certain members, but he did 
not think it had been officially considered by the 
ofiicers of either club, As to the club having to 
move, he said: ** That property has become far too 
valuable for business purposes to be occupied 
longer by any club.” He politely declined to give 
the reporter any particulars of the _ infor- 
mal conversations he had referred to. A 
gentleman not a member of the New-York 
Club said that when the club was about to move 
{nto its present house in 1874a debt of $50,000 was 
incurred to refit and furnish it. The partial de- 
struction of the house and furniture by fire in 1876 
increased the burden. ‘It may be,’ he added sig- 
Nnificantiy. ‘* that inability to pay this debt is at the 
bottom of the trouble ” 

Nextto the Union Club, which was founded in 
1836, the New-York Clubis the oldest in this City. 
It was first organized by the adoption of a constitu- 
tion and the election of Mr. C. Brugiere as Presi- 
dent, in Delmonico’s Beaver-street restaurant on 
Jan. 25, 1845. It had an uninterrupted and ap- 
parently prosperous existense of a quarter 
of a century, but owing to internal dis- 
sensions was somewhat suddenly dissolved in 
May, 1870. Its first home was on the north side of 
Chambers-street, directly opposite the spot where 
the County Court-house now stands. In May, 1846, 
it moved to No. 558 Broadway. below Prince- 
street. and remained there until June, 1851, when 
it took possession of a building at No. 620 Broad- 
way, opposite the old St. Thomas’s Church, 
which, it will be remembered, stood on the 
west side of the street, a@ short distance 
above Houston. In December, 1845, while the 
club was still in Chambers-street, Mr. John C. Jay 
was elected President. He was succeeded the fol- 
Jowing year by Mr. John 8. Winthrop, and the lat- 
ter in turn, in 1848, by Mr. George I. Cornell. Mr. 
Corne}l was President for five vears. In Januarv. 
1853. Mr. Frederick E. Gibert was first elected 
President. He held the office continuously until 
Feoruary, 1856, when he resigned, and was 
succeeded by the late Henry H. Ward. Mr. 
Ward continued to be President for over 
{4 years, or until the dissoiution of the club in 1870. 
In May, 1856, the club moved to the old Wolfe 
House, on the south-east corner of Astor-place and 
Broadway. It remained there until May, 1862, 
when it mhoved to the at that time newly built 
Baight House, at Fifteenth-street and Fifth-avenue, 
Three years lacer the newly organized Manhattan 
Club purchased the handsome residence of Mr. 
Charles Parker, just opposite, upon the sonth- 
west corner and settled itself there. The New- 
York Club staid in the Haight House until May, 
1870, when it was dissolved. This event was the 
culmination of disintegrating forces set at work at 
lvast six months earlier. The club was reported 
then. as now. to be in financial § difii- 
culty, and there seem to have been dirf- 
ferences of opinion among the members 
on the subject of club policy. At the annual meet- 
ing in December, 1869, one, who was called at the 
time a “* dissatisfied member,” offered a resolu- 
tion to wind up the affairs of the club and dissolve 
it on May 1 following. The dissatisfied memovers 
raust have constituted a majority of the club, for 
the resolution was adopted, and the old club went 
out of existence on the day appointed. It was said 
at the time. as an offset to the rumors of financial 
embarrassment, that after the liquidation several 
thousand dollars remained in the treasury and 
were divided prorata among the members. Im- 
mediately afier the dissolution, however, a 
meeting of some of the members was held 
at Delmonico’s up-town restaurant, then 
at Fourteenth-street and Fifth-avenue, and 
{t was “resolved to  recrganize the club 
under the same name. A temporary habitation 
was secured on the north siae of Union-square, 
near where the Union League Club was at first 
situated. In October of the same year Mr. Fred- 
erick E, Gibert was elected President and a 
new constitution was adopted. The member- 
ship increased steadily, and in May, 1872, 
the club was able to secure tie house 
No. 309 Fifth-avenue, near Thirty-second-street. 
Two years later it moved into its present building 
at the junction of Broadway, Fitth-avenue, and 
Twenty-fiftb-street. Tne building fronts the Worth 
Monument, and was formerly a family hotel 
known as the Worth House. It was fitted up and 
furnished by the club at an expenditure of 
$50,000. The situation is a most commanding one, 
and is conceded on ail hands to be mucn too valu- 
able foraclub-house. Of the situation a member 
a few years ago euthusiastically wrote as fol- 
‘ows: “It occupies the superb  ‘ccien of 
vantage’ at the intersection of _ Fifth-av- 
enue with Broadway on Twenty-fifth-street. 
No other such site for a club-house exists in New- 
York, and, unless we are to except the quarters of 
the Jockey Ciub in Paris and the Junior Atheneum 
jn London, no equally admirable site is occupied 
by any clubinany city of the world. By day the 
club windows command completely the whole 
movement of fashionable New-York life up and 
down Fifth-avenue and Broadway and around 
Madison-square. By night the converging lines of 
light along these great thoroughfares give an ani- 
mation and variety to the outlook not elsewhere to 
be found in the Metropclis.”’ : 

On the evening of April 2, 1876, not quite two 
years after the ciub moved into it, the club-house 
narrowly escaped destruction by fire. ‘Phe fire orig- 
inated in the kitchen, then as now in the hase- 
ment, and ran up the dumb-waiter to the top floor, 
which was a!most entirely destroyed. The other 
floors were saved, but the furniture and handsome- 
ly frescoed ceilings were badly damaged. The loss 
was estimated at the time at $30,000, but it was 
said to be covered by insurance.

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COL. MAPLESON’S PLANS. 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR THE ENGAGEMENT OF 
PATTI NEXT SEASON. 

The prospects are remarkably good for the 
consummation of Col. Mapleson’s plans for the 
next season of Italian opera in this City. In his 
desire to engage Patti and give to the music-lovers 
of the Metropolis the best exposition of operatic 
rousic, he has met the views of the persons who 
patronize the Academy, and his enterprise has been 
recognized and appreciated by the greater part of 
the stockholders of the building. It was mani- 
festly impossible for Col. Mapieson to engage Patti 


at the enormous salary of $4,400 a night, pay the 
expense of producing the operas which constitute 
her répertoire, and aliow the stockholders of 
the Academy to hold their seats tree during the 
Patti nights. The success of his enterprise 
depended entirely upon the willingnesss of the 
stockhoiders to pay a reasonable share of the 
extra expense to which the engagement of Mme. 
Patti subjected him. Bearing this factin mind, 
he appealed to them in a body by means 
of a circular, asking them, in the event of his 
closing an engagemert with Patti, to pay for 
their free seats the sum representing the differ- 
ence between the usual price of seats and that 
which he should charge the public on the Patti 
nights, stipulating that the amount demanded from 
the stockhoiders should under no circumstances 
exceed $4a seat. In response to this circular Col. 
Mapleson has received favorable responses from 
all but four or five of the stockholders, and he is 
confident that those who have not yet assented to 
his terms will see the wisdom of doing so in a very 
short time. The four or five who still object to 
paving for their seats on the Patti nights claim 
that they doso on principle. The principle which 
should govern the stockholders of the Academy 
should be, as the patrons of music in this City 
claim, adesire to make the Academy the opera- 
house of the country. If Col. Mapleson is enabled 
to make this contract with Patti, it is certain that 
our next season of opera wili be the grandest ever 
witnessed in this country. If Mme. Patti is engaged 
to come to this City next Winter ard sing in 
opera at the Academy of Music it is more than 
probable that Nilsson will refuse to come, and 
the Academy will retain the prestige of being 
the opera-house of America, while the stock- 
holders will receive back the money which they 
pay forseats ten-fold. All that Col. Mapleson asks 
of them before concluding the engagement is that 
they shall either pledge themselves to pay for their 
seats the amount stipulated or give them up on one 
Patti night each week. To this proposition he re- 
quires the unanimous consent of the stockholde:s 
before he will close the ongagement with Patti. 
He feels perfectly easy about the matter. feeling 
confident that the four or five gentlemen who still 
hold out will soon realize the situation, come tothe 
front with the majority and act fortheir own in- 
terest as we!las for his. The stockholders are ail 
wealthy men, and the additional burden which 
they are now asked to bear will fall very lightly 
upon them. The request is nct an extravagant 
one, but, under the circumstances, it is more than 
reasonabdie. I: issimply a request that the stock- 
holders of the Academy shall act in sucn a liberal 
spirit now, when the opportunity offers, that their 
roperty may be made the best musical investment 
Int 6 country. With such a season of opera as 
Col. Mapleson proposes in the Academy next Win- 
ter, the financial result for the property-owners 
could not fail to be encouraging.

CHECKMATING A RAILROAD COMPANY. 

The interest revived in Jersey City concern- 
ing the railroad encroachment by the action of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Company, who, in defiance of the city’s order, laid 


tracks across Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fif- 
teenth streets last Sunday night, was very much 
quickened yesterday by the city’s rétaliatory meas- 
ure. As a result of aconference between Street 
Commissioner Nathan, Chief Engineer Sites, and 
Chief of Police Murphy, about 40 laborers under 
the protection of asquad of Police ripped up the 
newly laid tracks on Monday night, and left the 
disnuted territory as clear as before. Empty cars 


had been placed on the track, and a locomotive 
was running back and forth, but the former were 
run out of the way, and ties thrown !n front of the 
latter preventing its interference. The rails were 
piled on the company’s ground, and a force of 
Police patrolled the streets to guara against a new 
surprise. The chagrin of the railroad people is 
heightened by the fact that in their office safe lay 
an injunction procured Monday afternoon from 
Chancellor Runyon in anticipation of some such 
action on the part of the city authorities, whose 
apparent quiet entirely threw them off their guard.

PROVIDENCE TOOL COMPANY. 


—_——__»>-——— 

The suspension of the Providence Tool Com- 
pany was the subject of much comment in the 
hardware trade yesterday, and although it has 
been known for a long time past that it had a hard 
struggle it was thought that the concern would be 
able to pull through, as the business was generally 
supposed to be increasing. The company has at 
various times had large contracts with foreign 
Governments for the manufacture of fire-arms, 


the largest being with the Turkish Govern- 
ment for the manufacture of repeating 
arms, which necessitated a large expenditure 
of money in preparation, so that in 
December. 1875, the company had to ask an exten- 
sion of three years, which, with the interest, 
amounted to $3.000,000, all of which was eventually 
paid up when the notes matured. The contract 
with the Turkish Government was for 600,000 
stands of arms. Since then the company has en- 
gaged largely inthe manufacture of tools, wind- 
Jasses, and sewing-machines. The capital of the 
company was $360,000, but the property represent- 
ed a far greater value, and the factory and ma- 
chinery is said to have cost nearly $2,000,000. 
About 600 men were employed in the busy season, 
the pay-rollaggregating about $27,000a month. Last 
Fall the factory was run in the evening, the orders 
for alethid mnaiane being ahead of their manufac- 
ture. Mr. J. B. Anthony, the President, a short 
time ago stated that he considered the amount of 
the merchandise and accounts receivable equal to 
the indebtedness, and the surplus was represented 
in factory and machinery, which was unincum- 
bered. Mr. Henry B. Newhall, of No. 5 Chambers- 
street, has been the New-York agent of the com- 
pany fora numberof years. He said that the sus- 
pension was a great surprise, and he had received 
no further particularsthan a dispatch from the 
President announcing the suspension. He thought 
the company would endeavor to make some kind 
of an arrangement to continue, as the business was 
too valuable to stop.

About 4 o’clock yesterday morning a fire 
was discovered at No. 120 Fulton-street. Boston. 
The building was mainly occupied by George T. 
McLauthlin & Co., manufacturers of Hoadley en- 
gines, elevators, water-wheels, &¢. The flames 
were first noticed in the upper part of the building, 
occupied by Thompson & Norris, of New-York, 
manufacturers of corrugated paper; also, by the 
Eureka Wringing Machine Company. The build- 
ing was entirely gutted. McLauthiin & Co. esti- 
mate their ioss from $40,000 to $45,000; insurance, 
$88, 5 The loss of the Eureka Wringer Company 
is $20,000, and that of the Corrugated Paper Com- 
pany, $5,000. The following are the _ insu- 
rances: MeLauthlin & Co.—Traders’ of Chicago; 
Manhattan, of New-York; Security, of New-Haven; 
Mechanics, of Brooklyn; Union, of San Francisco, 
and Star, of New-York, $2,500 each; Merchants’, of 
Providence, $2,000; National, of Baitimore, and 
Firemen’s of Dayton, Onlo, $2,500 each: La Con- 
fiance, of Paris. $1.500. On building—Metropole, 
of Paris, $6,000; Imperial and Northern, $6,000, and 
Springfield, $3,000. The Eureka Wringer Company 
—$2,000 in the City of London office, and $1,500 
eachin the Traders’ and the Orient, of Hartford. 
The Corrugated Paper Company—$1,000 in the 
New-York City, of New-York. 

The Farragut House, the largest hotel at Rye 
Beach, N. H., owned by J. C. Philbrick & Son, and 
all the cottages east of it, were destroyed by fire at 
1 o'clock yesterday morning. The fire originated 
in acloset of the cottage occupied by Mr. Phil- 
brick, between the Farragut and Atlantic Houses. 
Tne Atlautie House and stables were saved. 
The fire was discovered by a servant who heard 
the crackling roise and alarmed the household, 
who barely had time to escape, Mr. Philbrick being 
somewhat burned. All the assistance was of no 
avail. The Farragut House was immediately con- 
sumed, together with the Philbrick cottage and the 
cottage of Mr. E. A. Abbott, of the firm of Abbott 
& Downing, of Concord, N. H. All that was saved 
were the books and private papers belonging to 
the hotel and a few smail articles of furniture. Mr. 
Philbrick is unable as yet to state the loss or in- 
surance, but the loss cannot be less than $50,000. 

A fire broke out vesterday afternoon in the 
drying-room on the second floor of the four-story 
building in the rear of No. 293 Monroe-street, owned 
by Jacob Henkel, and occupied by him as a cigar- 
box factory. The fire occurred during the dinner 
hour, when but tew of the workmen were in the 
building, and these made their escape without any 
trouble down the main siairway. ‘The fire was ex- 
tinguished in less than an hour after it was disecov- 
ered. The rear building, which was filled with 
light woods and other inflammable material. was 
burned out. The loss on stock, machinery, &c., is 
estimated at $15,000, and on building $5,000. There 
is an insurance of $40,000 on the building and con- 
tents. The fire is supposed to have originated from 
an overheated steam pipe in the drying-room. 


The fire at New-Alexandria, Westmoreland 
County, Penn., was got under control at 11 o'clock 
Monday night, after raging seven hours. About 
one-third or the town is in ashes. Several families 
had all their horsehold goods destroyed and are 
left homeless and penniless. The total loss was 
about $25,000, as follows: Stewart & Steele, dry 
goods and groceries, $8,000; D. F. Rankin, drug- 
gist, $2,000; Mrs. Wagles’s dwelling, $1,800; David 
Allsworth’s tenement. $2,500; Mrs. Mowry’s dwell- 
ing, $1,500, and Mrs. Sloane, $1,200. A large number 
of stables and outhouses was also burned. Stew- 
art & Steele are the only jusers insured, and they 
only pariially. 

At about 12:15 o’clock yesterday, in Bridge- 
port, Conn., fire broke out in the carpenter's shop 
occupied by 8. B. Squires and Burr Curtis, and the 
building was soon consumed. The flames spread 
toa large lumber-yard owned by the Grannis & 
Hurd Lumber Company, successors to Lyon & 
Curtis, destroying a large shed containing some of 
their best stock. The loss will reach about $45,000, 
upon which there is no insurance. Mr. Squires 
and Mr. Cur.is each lose about $2,000; no insu- 
rance. Wilson & Burks occupied a coal-yard and 
carpenter's shop adjoining, which were also de- 
struyed, involving a loss of $2,500. 

A fire broke out in the drying-room of 
Odeli's cigar factory at Lawrenceburg, Ind., last 
night and rapidly spread until one-lourth of the 
block in High and Fourth streets was destroyed. 
The People’s National Bank narrowly escaped. 
The principal losers are John 8. Dorman, dry goods; 
Joseph McGranahan, grocery; the J’ress newspa- 
per oftice; the Post Office, and two residences oc- 
cupied by Messrs. Wildes and Dorman. The loss 
is estimated at $25,000. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning, a fire broke 
out in Bell & Halliday’s box factory, in ( airo, Ill, 
and consumed the building. <A three-story board- 
ing-house on the opposite side of the street was 
also burned. Bell & Halliday’s loss is reported as 
$25,000; partially insured. A small boy named 
Logan Yarbee, who roomed at the boarding- 
house, is reported to have been burned to death. 


A fire was started in a cranberry bog, south 
of Eatontown, N. J.. Monday afternoon, in order 
to burn off the old bushes. The flames spread so 
rapidly that they soon were beyond the control of 
the men hired to watch them, and set fire to the 
pine woods. A strip of woods nearly five miles in 
length, containing timber worth $6,600 or $7,000, 
was destroyed. The flames died out !ast night. 


Tue zinc-works and a dwe!ling-house in East 
Previdence, R. L., both of which had been unoc- 
cupied for some time, were burned yesterday 
morning. The loss is $10,000: insurance unknown. 
The property was owned by the heirs of Archibald 
McMartin. 


A fire occurred last evening in Eden, Boyn- 
ton & Co's file factory. No. 38 Devoe-street, Brook- 
lyn, Eastern District, which occasioned damage to 
the extent of $1,600. The loss is covered by insu- 
rance, but in what companies could not be ascer- 
tained. 


Large mountain fires are raging near New- 
Philadelphia, Schuylkill County, Penn., and yes- 
terday the engine-house of Silver Creek colliery 
was destroyed. The fireis being foughtin order 
to save the breaker. 


The dwelling in Maple-avenue, Quebec, oc- 
cupied by M. Vincent, a tailor, was burned yester- 
day and two adjoining houses were gutted. The 
loss is $12,000. 


The residence of Harry Upham, at Vineland, 
N. J., with nearly all of its eontents, was destroved 
by fire last evening. The loss is about $5,000; in- 
surance, $2,500. 


A fire last night in the iron railing manu- 
factory of Cornelius Vreeland, No. 1,356 Broadway, 
did $2,000 damage.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 
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A CYCLONHE’S FATAL WORK. 
SEVEN PERSONS KILLED, TWENTY INJURED, 
AND MUCH PROPERTY DESTROYED, 

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., April 18.—A ter- 
rific cyclone swept over the town of Browns- 
ville, Saline County, Mo., at 4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. The entire business portion of the 
town was demolished and seven persons were 
killed and between 20 and 30 others badly in- 
jured. The storm came from the south-west, 
and was very similar to the one which de- 
stroyed the town of Richmond four years ago. 
The storm came up so suddenly that the first 
intimation the people had was a sudden roar- 
ing sound, which was immediately followed 


by the appearance of a large, black, funnel- 
shaped cloud, coming from the south-west, at 
the rate of at least of 100 miles per 
hour. When the cloud was rst 
noticed it was apparently about two 
miles distant, and bung rhaps 50 yards 
above the earth. hen it reached 
the western part of the town it 
dropped down almost to the ground, 
and seemed to draw, everything within a radius 
of several hundred yards up into the mouth of 
the funnel. It swept through the town, laying 
everything to waste in its path. wo- 
story brick business houses were picked up 
like straws and whirled and _ twisted 
into shapeless ruins. Frame dwellings 
were carried some distance and dropped, 
smashing them into fine kindling wood, Heavy 
timbers were carried several hundred yards 
through the air, and, falling end downward, 
stuck several feet into the ground. Oceasion- 
ally the funnel seemed to strike the earth, and 
would rebound some distance into the air, only 
to fall again and continue its work of de- 
struction. 

The storm lasted less than two minutes, 
but during the short space of time about 
20 business houses and dwellings were 
leveled to the ground. The = storm 
came up so suddenly that the people had no 
time for preparation, and, in fact, scarce- 
ly any one knew what was coming 
until the storm was upon them. The D age o 
in the streets were picked up and car- 
ried various distances and hurled to the 
ground, dead or bruised, almost beyond 
recognition, while those in the buildings were 
buried by the falling walls and débris, for some 
time after the storm passed the people who were 
uninjured were so terribly excited that noth- 
ing could be done. When they at last 
recovered from their consternation, search 
for the dead and wounded was 
commenced, It was at first supposed that at 
least 50 persons had been killed, but a thorough 
search revealed that only seven had been killed 
outright. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 18.—At 6:30 this af- 
ternoon astorm passed over Carrollton, blow- 
ing down several houses, trees, fences, 
and the steeple of the Catholic church A 
child was taken up by the wind and carried a 
short distance, and a woman had an arm broken 
by falling timbers. The storm dipped down 
again in the vicinity of Magnolia Garden, and 
two houses were carried from their founda- 
tions and demolished. 
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JESSE JAMES’S MURDERERS. 

DETAILS OF THE TRIAL OF THE FORD BROTH 
EKS—CHARGED WITH THE KILLING OF 
WwooD HITE. 


Sr. Josepp, Mo., April 18.—The following 
are the particulars of the proceedings in court on 
the trial of the Ford brothers yesterday: Charles 
and Robert Ford were arraigned yesterday in the 
Circuit Court upon an indictment charging them 
with the willful and premeditated murder of Jesse 
James. The court-room was thronged to suffoca- 
tion. As Judge Sherman finished reading the bill 
and asked of Robert Ford whether he was cuilty 
or not guilty, he exclaimed, as if he had been wait- 
ing for the Judge to finish reading the indictment, 
“Guilty,” and then turned to H. H. Craig, Police 


Commissioner of Kansas City. with a cold, scorn- 
ful smile. Charles Ford also pleaded guilty 
in the most unconcerned manner. Judge Sherman 
then briefly passed sentence upon them as fol- 
lows, Omitting all formalities. ** You, each of you, 
shall on May 19. 1882, be taken to some convenient 
place and be hanged bythe neck until you are 
dead.” The boys smiled us the Judge finished the 
sentence, and without further formalities they 
were then taken back to jail. Their pardon was 
granted by Gov, Crittenden yesterday. and 
was expected to arrive last night. Sheriff 
Timberlake and a guard of Kansas City 
Police, all heavily armed, arrivedin this City on 
the midnight train Sunday and attended the trial. 
It is expected that on the receipt of the pardon 
the Fords will be quietly taken to Kansas City, 
where they have friends. Fears are entertained 
by Sheriff Timberlake that their stay in St. Joseph 
will be attended with extreme danger. The jail 
has been closely guarded ever since their confine- 
ment, and no saspicious applicants have been ad- 
mitted. Mrs. Jesse James yesterday, by order of 
the Probate Court, received her husband's arms 
from ex-Marshal Craig, and returned with them to 
Kansas City last night. 

Sr. Lours, April 18.—A special to the Post- 
Disnatch from St. Joseph says: * The messenger 
with the Governor's pardon for the Ford boys has 
not yet arrived and they are stillin jail. To-day 
the Sheriff of Rav County served warrants on Rob- 
ert and Charles Ford for complicity in the murder 
of Wood Hite. one of the James gang, in Ray 
County. ‘the Ford boys are disconcerted at the 
turn of affairs.” 

Kansas City, April 18.—The Ford boys, 
Bob and Charlie, arrived in this city from St. Joseph 
this evening. They were brought by Marshal Tim- 
berlake and Capt. Craig. There was a large crowd at 
the depot, but the boys were quietly smuggied 
away. It is understood that Bob Ford wiil be 
taken to Ray County to-morrow to answer the 
charge of killing Wood Hite. 
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RAILROAD WORK AND PLANS. 
ASKING AN ELECTION OF JERSEY CENTRAL 
DIRECTORS — MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLA- 
TION, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—E, C. Knight has 
addressed a letter to the Directors of the Central 
Railroad Company of New-Jersey, in behalf of 
himself and other stockholders, asking them 
to designate a place for holding an elec- 
tion for Directors. He concludes his let- 
ter as follows: eae | take for granted 
that you will act promptly in the matter, since the 
law makes it your duty to do so; but I may be ex- 
cused for adding that no election for Directors of 
the company by the stockholders has taken 


place since May. 1876; that but three of 
your number hold their positions under that 
election; that the remaining five and 
your late associate were chosen by the 
Board of Directors to fill vacancies, and that noth- 
ing can be more reasonable than that the present 
stockholders of the company should have the 
earliest possible opportunity of exercising their 
right of the election by either retaining the pres- 
ent board or by making such changes as they may 
think advisable.” 

J. H. Linoille, late President of the Southern 
Maryland Railroad Company, filed an answer to- 
dav to the bill in equity charging him and others 
connected with the company with having con- 
spired to get possession of several thousand dollars’ 
worth of the compary’s securities. He declares 
that if the plaintiffs have any claim it is against the 
company and not him. 


Boston, April 18,—The Legislative Commit- 
tee on Railways gave a hearing this morning on 
legislation to prevent discrimination in freight 
rates from which so much trouble is alleged to be 
feared. The objection of the railway com- 
panies to the new law pertains to the second sec- 
tion detinmg the penalty $200, and they fear 
malicious suits from disaffected persons. The 
committee voted to report that the objectionable 
legislation, which went into effect upon April 17, 
ought to be repealed. Inthe House unanimous 
consent. was given to the introduction ofa bill to 
repeal the act of 1882. entitled ** An actto prevent 
discrimination in freight rates by railroad com- 
panies.”’ 


New-Orueans, April 18.—In the case of 
Pullman’s Palace Car Company against the Texas 
and Pacific Railway Company, lately argued before 
Judge Pardee in the United States Cireuit Court, 
his decision, just filed, establishes the dis- 
puted contract of the Pullman Company 
with the railway company as a valid and 
binding contract upon the railway company for its 
unexpired termof nine years.

A dispatch from London announces the 
death of Mr. MacDonogh, who defended the tra- 
versers in the late State trials. 

The Rev. R. W. Trimble, of Pine Bluff, 
Ark., one of the most prominent Episcopalian 
ministers in the South-west, died yesterday. 

The Navy Department was informed yester- 
day of the death of Lieut.-Col. Ward Marston, of 


the Marine Corps. which occurred at his residence 
in Boston, on April 15. 


Emilie Loisset, sister of Princess Reuss, and 
a celebrated circus equestrienne, died in Paris yes- 


terday from the effects of being crushed by a horse 
which she was exercising in the Winter Circus. 


Capt. John W. Cannon, the well-known 
commander of the R. E. Lee and other fine Missis- 


sippi River steam-hoats, died yesterday afternoon, 
at his home in Frankfort, Ky., at the age of 62 
years. Capt. Cannon was born at the mouth of 
Indian Creek, where now stands the city of Hawes- 
ville, Ky., and commenced steam-boating in 1836. 
He has owned and commanded more fine steamers 
than any man liying. He leaves a widow and three 
sons and three daughters. 


Charles Vezin, at one time German Consul at 
Philadelphia, and for several years largely in the im- 


porting business in Strawberry and Chestnut streets, 
died early in February at Port Elizabeth, Cape Col- 
ony. After failing in business here 15 years ago 
the bankruptcy proceedings developed facts that 
eaused Mr. Vezin to fly from the country. He set- 
tled in the Orange Free State, South Africa, where 
he was known under tne name of Major Charles. 
After being missing several days last February, his 
body was found in a well into which he had fallen. 


The Rev. Samuel C. Fessenden died at Stam- 
ford, Conn., yesterday. He was born in New- 


Gloucester, Me., March 7, 1815. He was gradu- 
ated at Bowdoin College |in_ 1834: and com- 
pleted his education at the Bangor Theologi- 
cal Seminary in 1887. His _ first pastoral 
charge was the Second Congregational Church in 
Thomaston, now Rockland, Me. In 1856 he edited 
the saine Hvangelist.. He began the practice of 
the Jaw in 1858, and soon after was made Judge of 
the Municipal Court of Rockland. He was elected 
to the Thirty-seventh Congress. In 1865 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Board of Examiners of 
the Patent Office. At one time he was Consul at 
St. John, New-Brunswick. 


A dispatch from Berlin announces the death 


of Bruno Bauer, the distinguished German philoso- 
pher. He was born in Eisenberg, Sept. 6, 1809, and 
when only 25 years old became a Professor of 
theology, and devoted many years. thereaf- 


ter to a critical study of the Bible. He ad- 
vanced gradually in liberality of thought until 
his statement of rationalistic opinion as to 
the Gospel secured for him the displeasure 
of the college authorities, and he was forbidden to 
lecture on theology in Bonn. In 1843 he published 
**A General Critical Review,” an analysis of the 
German radicalism of the period. In connection 
with Jungwitz and his brother Edgar he pub- 
lished ‘Historical Memoirs of Events since 
the French Revolution and the Reign of 
Napoleon.” He wrote on the political disturb- 
ances of 1848 in favor of liberalism. In his “ Re- 
view of the Episties Attributed to St. Paul” he at- 
tempted to show that the four leading epistles, 
which had never before been questioned, were the 
production of the second century. His works 
are distinguished for their force and clearness.

DEAD IN THE PRISONERS’ PEN. 

On Monday night Detective Max Schmitt- 
berger, of the Twenty-ninth Police Precinct, ar- 
rested Jennie O’Brien, of Tenth-avenue and Thirty- 
first-street, for alleged complicity in the robbery of 
$3,000 from the room of Willie Edouin, the actor, 
in the Sturtevant House, on Jan. 16. The girl was 
then a chamber-maid in the hotel, and was sus- 
pected of the theft by the detective at the time. 
She gave u her situation a_ short time 
after the robbery, and Detective Schmittherger 
learned that she was keeping bad company 
and was spending a great deal of money. Several 
of her male companions were known to the Police 
to be thieves, and one of them told a friend that 
he had made a three-thousand-dollar “hit” at 
**policy.”’ Jennie spent several hundred dollars in 
costly apparel, and a man, whose name is with- 
held, suspecting her of the Edouin robbery, taxed 
her with it, and was promised $500 if he would not 
betray her. When the promise was madehe un- 
derstood that the money was hidden away at Sara- 
toga. Detective Schmittberger also had reason to 
believe that while at the Sturtevant House 
Jennie stole linen and other property. He 
met her at Thirty-fourth-street and Sixth- 
avenue on Monday night, and, as he had enough 
circumstantial evidence to warrant him in 
Arresting her, he accosted her and told her that 
she was in custody for stealing linen from the Stur- 
tevant House. She immediately confessed her 
guilt, and told the officer that he could find the 
property at Mrs. Cassenstein's, No. 139 West Thirty- 
third-street. Schmittberger went there and recov- 
ered a number of towels, a quantity ef bed linen, 
some plated ware, ana other articles, all the prop 
erty of Mr. Leland. No attempt had been made to 
eruse the Sturtevant House mark from the articles, 
When taxed with the Edouin robbery, Jennie 
denied her guilt. The detective took her to 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yester- 
day morning, and while waiting to be 
arraigned before Justice Patterson, Jennie sud- 
denly dropped dead in the prisoners’ pen. It is 
supposed that she died from heart disease. The 
body was taken to the Morgue, where an autopsy 
will be made. The dead prisoner was a daughter 
of William O’Brien, a coachman of Saratoga, and 
was 18 years of age.

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 18.—A thousand 
looms are in operation to-day at the Central Pacific 
Mills, with 342 weavers,a gain of 29 over yester- 
day.

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LABRADOR PEOPLE STARVING,

are without food, except seals, seal-oil, and crus- 
taceous fish, and that some of the people have died 
of starvation, including two men named Laurent 
and Pierre Crepeau and some of their ehildren. 
The misery has been heightened by the burning, in 
December last, of an establishment at Pentecost 
belonging to O. Ellette & Crotean, and containing 
stores. The Indians from the woods, having no 
means of subsistence, are reported to haveswarmed 
down upon the settlers. 
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LONG BRANCH INTERESTS. 

Lone Branco, N. J., April 18—At the 
meeting of the Board of Commissioners this morn- 
ing a large number of the property-holders in 
Ocean-avenue appeared to speak in favor of and in 
opposition to the proposed widening of that 
thoroughfare.

OPENING OF THE DOG SHOW 


——-@——— 


HOW THE ANIMALS LOOK AND 
HOW THEY ARE CARED FOR. 

& SMALL ATTENDANCE OF SPECTATORS FOR 
THE FIRST DAX— NAMES OF THE PROMI- 
NENT VISITORS—THE JUDGES’ AWARDS 
YESTERDAY. 


All was bustle and activity yesterday 
forning in the American Institute Building, in 
final preparation for the opening of the bench 
show of dogs at 10 o’clock. As early as 6 o’clock 
express wagons drove up to the side door on 
Sixty-third-street, and City exhibitors began to ar- 
tive with their pets in cabs or carried in their 
arms. As each dog arrived his name and number 
in the catalogue were checked on the entry-book, 
and he was then conducted to his stall. Here 
another’ numbered tag of tin, in addi- 
tion to the paper tag sent with him, 
was firmly attached to his collar with fine wire. 
The reason for this is that many dogs playfully 
gnaw their paper tags, thus destroying them and 
losing their identity in case of removal from their 
stalls. During all the forenoon crates, boxes, and 
baskets of every conceivabie pattern were carried 
or pushed into Machinery Hall. There werecrates 
made to last for years, and with the names of the 
kennels showily painted on the sides; crates var- 
nished or painted or rough hewn for the occasion 


only; there were dry goods boxes altered to suit, 
and there were huge wicker hampers like the linen 
baskets of a mammoth Summer hotel. Many of these 
dog-carriages were conveniently if not luxurious- 
ly fitted inside, with receptacles for. food and 
water. As the dogs were removed from them 
these packages were stored in readiness for use 
again on the return of the animals to their 
homes and kennels. Then washing, comb- 
ing, and rubbing were in order. Soap 
and towels, brushes and chamois-skins were 
brought into use. and many enthusiastic owners 
and keepers worked with a will to put the final 
touches on their dogs’ coats, and to increase every 
chance of winning the blue ribbons with their 
favorites. The ‘*feather’’ and coat of a dog were 
BmMoothed and combed and parted until ‘teach 
particular hair’? was in place and shining like 
a ray of sun-light. Among the pugs and 
Yorkshire terriers ladies were busy with the softest 
of baby brushes, and with silk ribbons, making 
their pets beautiful to the eyes of judges and visi- 
tors. There are no losing dogs at a bench show 
until after the judging is finisked; every owner has 
acertain first prize winner before that, according 
to his or her own opinion, and if more than one dog 
is entered by the same person, it is regarded by the 
owner as certain that the entire number of prizes 
will be awarded to his kennel. There is not, how- 
ever, as much fault-finding after the awards are 
announced asin former years, the general public 
having become better informed as to the true 
points of the several breeds of dogs. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. J. Otto Donner began judging 
the champion English setters in the small ring or 
music stand, and Mr. James Watson judged tho 
champion mastiffs in the large ring near the 
main entrance, The mastiff classes were quickly 
passed upon, as were the rough-coated St. 
Bernards. From the open mastiff class for 
dogs there were three absentees, and from 
the corresponding bitch class the same 
number. In mastif puppies there were only seven 
present out of 12 entries. Turco, winner of the 
hampion prize for rough-coated St. Bernards, was 
the only entry, and, having previously won in com- 
petition with fine animals, was permitted to score 
a * waik-over” on this oceasion. In the open 
class for rough-coated St. Bernard bitches, the 
tirst prize was withheld for want of merit. In the 
first class for champion smooth-coated St. Ber- 
nards, the Hon. Samuel! J. Tilden’s dog Askhim 
was beaten by his sire, Harold, owned by John P. 
Haines, of Tom’s River, N. J. In the correspond- 
ing class for bitches, the same ownertook the 
hy with Judy, she having no competition. Mr. 

ilden scored a win, however. in the open class for 
dogs of the same breed, his Leo, a brother to 
Askhim, being awarded the blue ribbon, Mr, 
Haines carried off the majority of the prizes in 
the St. Bernard classes. The bench on whith his 
St. Bernards are placed is handsomely trimmed 
with red cloth and above it is a large sign with the 
hame of the Cranmoor Farm Kennels. The span- 
fel puppy Cricket, owned by D. P. Bosworth, of 
this City, is shown in a stall tastefully lined 
with wall-paper and curtained in red. A silver 

late at the top of the stall gives the name of the 
ortunate animal. Mis§ Emily Green’s black; and 
tan terrier Pud, from Brouklyn, has a wicker dog- 
basket made for his occupancy trimmed with in- 
sertion and bows of red silk ribbon and lined with 
soft lamb’s woel, The renowned field-trial win- 
ner, the English setter Grouse Dale, owned by Wil- 
liam A. Buckingham. of Norwich, Conn., is 
shown ina stal) lined with dark red, and at the 
back hangs a handsomu blanket of white flannel 
with red satin border and the name of the dog 
delicately embroidered with red silk. The stall 


for Mr. Henry D. Ogden’s Irish setter dog Echo is | 


lined with biue. Dr. R. H. Russell, of this ‘ ‘ity, has 
the stalis of his Irish setters Dash and Flirt hung 
With red curtains, as are the stalls for Dr. 
Charles McCann’s black, and tan'setter Grouse 
and spaniel Bob. Mr. Max Wenzel's cele- 
brated winning Irish setter Chief has a 
stall lined with blue and ornamented with 
portraits of the dog. Tacked against the side of 
the stall of the bull-terrier Gip, owned by Lam- 
brecht and Griffin, of this City, isa portrait of the 
dog, sitting on the pedesta! of a flight of steps, and, 
standing near him and holding him by his collar, is 
a little girl. Diss Fannie P. Lahens’s pug dog 
‘Rowdy has been supplied with a *‘too too” blue 
china bowl, from which to drink. 

The pug puppy Countess Daisey, owned by Wil- 
‘Nam Davis, of this City, entered in the show, died 
on Monday. A very fine cage, lined with maroon- 
colored satin, skillfully padded, had been furnished 
Tor him, with a mat of soft wool. The cage is va- 
cant, and fastened to it isa large mourning card, 
on which is the inscription: “ Died April 17, 1882,” 
surrounded by a wide black border. Miss Estelle 
de Serra’s pug punpy Estelle has a cage lined with 
blue. Mrs. H. J. Sargent’s Yorkshire terrier Tat- 
ters is honoredin the same manner. As this lady is 
the wife of Mr. Boucicault’s theatrical agent, the 
dog is, no doubt, named after the imaginary Tat- 
ters in the ** Shanghraun.’’ The small Yorkshire 
terrier Bennie, owned by Mr. T. Judge, of Harlem, 
is indeed pampered. He reclines in a basket, lux- 
uriously ;cushioned and trimmed with lace and 
artificial, flowers, and by his side is a doll. 
Prince, in the same _ class, has both 
red emda blue as his colors, and a 
carpet tor his aristocratic feet. Perhaps 
the finest of all is the outfit of Mrs, John Cohr’s 
black and tan toy terrier Nellie. She has a blanket 
of pink satin, trimmed with quilled ribbon and em- 
broidered with ox-eye daisies. Her basket is lined 
and ornamented in the same style. The King 
Charles spaniel Minnie, shown by Miss Effie L. 
Moller, of Madison-avenue, lies on a dark red satin 
cushion, her box being lined with the same 
color. Three Japanese spagiels are shown 
by a dowii-town dog-dealer, in a’glass fronted case 
linea with: red cloth. Mr, D. P. Bosworth shows 
his spani2l dog Flake, in a stall lined with wall- 
paper, carpeted, hung with maroon-colored cur- 
tains, and with a painted name-plate of the dog 
Bt the top. Many owners have tacked printed 

digrees of their animals at the sides of 
the stalis, either singly, for examination, 
on the sp ot, or in quantities, for visitors to carry 
away. Someofthe dogs were blanketed yester- 
qday, although the temperature in the  build- 
ing was uite high. The ventilation was 
‘perfect, and there was an entire absence of 
any disagreeable odor from the _ kennels, 
‘The bul:terrier puppy Jag, owned by H. L. Lufkin, 
of this City, was, it is stated, born on the day on 
‘Which ‘the lete President Garfield was shot by Gui- 
jteau, whence his name. composed of the initials 
iJ. A.G. Adding to the singularity of his birth is

NO HOPE FOR SINDRAM. 


JUDGE BRADY DENIES THE APPLICATION 
FOR A NEW TRIAL 

Judge Brady, in the Special Term of the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, yesterday denied the 
application for a new trial for William Sindram, 
who is sentenced to be banged on Friday for the 
murder of Mrs. Catharine Crave. Judge Brady de- 
livered an oral opinion, to which Sindram listened 
with the utmost coolness. His utterjlack of sensi- 
bility was shown by the cold way in which he re- 
ceived his poor old mother when.she hastened 
through the crowd and convulsively grasped him 
by his neck. He turned and spoke unsympatheti- 


eally, and looked at her as if she’ was the most 
indifferent acquaintance he bad in the world. 
Jndge Brady said he had considered the alleged 
new evidence contained in the affidavits presented 
to him on Monday, allowing the prisoner the bene- 
fit of every circumstance which could be pleaded 
in his favor. He had put aside the objections that 
the prisoner had not been diligent within the mean- 
ing of the law, and that the alleged new evidence 
was cumulative. He had also conferred with Pre- 
siding Judge Davis, and that magistrate had con- 
curred in the conclusions he was about to 
announce. Judge Brady continued that he 
could not find expressed in the affidavits 
of Drs. Carnochan and Shine the opinion that the 
wound inflicted upon Mrs. Crave by Sindram was 
in no way connecied with her death. He dia find 
in other places evidence that the pistol shot in- 
jured Mrs. Crave’s brain, and that she, who had ap- 

arently been a strong woman, able to attend to 
ner household duties, was shocked and deprived 
of herstrength. In this condition she could not 
resist, as she had before resisted, the insidious in- 
roads upon her eonstitution of the tumor with 
which it was admitted she had long heen 
affiictea. Sindram nad put her into this condition 
of inability, and Sindram was responsible for its re- 
suits. “If a person, without justification or ex- 
cuse, injure by violence one having a severe or 
dangerous bodily infirmity, and death ensues,” said 
Judge Brady, “the infirmity sball not becomea 
shield for the evil-doer, uniess it clearly appears 
that the death was the result of the infirmity, dis- 
connected from the injury inflicted and its effects.” 

In disposing of the second of the two allegations 
relied upon to support the application, Judge Brady 
said: ‘*‘I deem it expedient to say. in order to 
meet what I consider to be a feeble effort to show 
that the physician who attended upon Mrs, Crawa 
after her injuries did not adopt the proper meas- 
ures to secure her recovery, that the malefactor, 
who creates the necessity of their attending by his 
unlawful violence, cannot be permitted to take ad 
vantage of the unskillful treatment of his victim bv 
physicians, except in very extraordinary cases. He 
assumes all that responsibility. It is one of the 
penalties of his criminal act. No other rule of law 
should be countenanced where the safety of the 
citizen, the preservation of law and order, and of 
the rights of the people are regarded as elementary 
principles in the administration of justice.’’ In 
conclusion, Judge Brady paid a high compliment 
to Messrs. William F. Kintzing, James D. McClel- 
land, and William L. O’Neil forthe zeal they dis- 
playedin defending Sindram and in endeavoring 
to procure him a new trial.

THE ELEVATED RAILROADS EN- 

DEAVORING TO OHEAT 1H CITY. 

HOW A SENATE BILL WAS ALTERED IN THE 
ASSEMBLY IN THE INTERESTS OF THE 
MONOPOLISTS—WHAT MAYOR GRACE 
SAYS ON THE WHOLE SUBJECT. 


Late in February last Mayor Grace, Con- 
troller Campbell, and Corporation Counsel Whit- 


‘ney sent to the State Legislature a bill designed to 


settle the many questions corcerning the taxation 
of corporations in this City which have arisen un- 
der the tax laws of 1880 and 1881, by providing for 
a relevying of the corporation taxes for those 
years. This bill was accompanied by a memorial 
signed by the three gentlemen named, setting forth 
their reasons for asking for its passage. The ne- 
cessity for such en act, the memorialists 
said, was found in the action of the 
Legislature in passing the laws of 1880 and 
1881 referred to.:; “*The provisions of these 
statutes were enacted,” they said, ** without refer- 
ence to the system of taxation applicable under 
special statutes to the City and County of New- 
York, and the consequence has been that very 
great confusion, operating prejudicially to the in- 
teresta of the City, has arisen in carrying into 
effect the tax laws in this City and County. Va- 
rious questions have been raised as to the action 
of the local authorities in making the assessments 
and imposing the taxes for the years referred to. 
All such questions are intended to, and do, in fact, 
hinder and delay the collection of these taxes, 
The taxes imposed are urgently required for the 
purposes of the government of the City, author- 
ized by law, and to meet the expenses relating 
to which they were assessed and _ levied. 
To obviate all such questions and en- 
able the local authorities to collect these 
taxes and apply them to the purposes specified, 
we respectfully urge the enactment by the Legis- 
lature of the provisions of the bill herewith sub- 
mitted.” The bill thus commended was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator Grady, and was 


referrea to the Committee on Cities, It simply 
provided, as set forth in its title, for the reassess- 
ment and relevying of the taxes cn “corporations, 
joint stock companies, and associations” in this 

City for the years 1880 and 1881. When it was re- 
ferred to the Cities Committee as bill No. 164 
there was no reference of any kind to any particu- 
Jar corporation. All corporations were put on the 
same footing. When the bill came back to the 
Senate from the committee a few days ago, it con- 
tained the following interesting and surprising in- 
terpolation: 

SECTION 7. Nothing herein contained shall apply to 
or affect the corporation known as the Elevated Rail- 
way Company, nor to any corporation which by the 
act chapter 433 of the Laws of 1881, was exempted 
from taxation for that yearand 14 years therea!ter, 
if (and not otherwise) within 90 days such corpora- 
tion shall discontinue all pending proceedings in its 
behalf to correct or avoid the tax for the Fd 1889, 
and shall pay the amount thereof, after auditing the 
amount of each tax for State purposes, including 
therein interest from the Ist day of July, 1881, to the 
Receiver of Taxes. 

It was evident at a glance that something very 
like “ crooked work” had been quietly done in the 
interests of the elevated railroads, »nd the friends 
of the measure at once sounded an alarm. The 
bill in its new shape is now pending before the 
Legislature, and a lively contest is in progress be- 
tween the elevated railroad people and the sup- 

orters of the measure as originally introduced. 

‘he law of 1880 relative to the taxation of corpora- 
tions was passed on the Ist of June. The tax 
books for that year were made out and closed in 
May. The elevated railroad companies and a large 
number of other corporations immediately raised 
the technical point that the taxes for 1880 were, 
under this law, improperly levied, and declined to 
pay their dues to the City. As is weli known, liti- 
gations almost without number followed, and the 
court records are still fu'l of cases brought by 
corporations to try and escape paying any taxes. 
The elevated railroad cases have naturally been 
the most prominent, and the history of their efforts 
to keep their taxes out of the City Treasury is too 
well known to neea repetition. The laws of 1881 
spoken of were, it should be stated, amendments 
to those of 180, and did little more than deepen 
the confusion already existing. 

During the progress of the elevated railroad suits 
the officers of the railroad companies agreed with 
those who were conducting the City’s case that they 
would not endeavor to secure any legislation in their 
behalf until after the courts had decided the pending 
suits. Yetthe members of the Legislature are now 
being urged to pass two measures introduced at the 
instance of the elevated railroad people, either 
of which would satisfy them, and either 
of which would enable them to escape the 
payment of taxes into the City Treasury. ‘The 
first of these, known as Senate bill No. 
119, provides for the payment of compensation to 
the City by the elevated railroad companies for 
the use and occupancy of streets, avenues, and 
public places, of a [blank] percentum of their 
gross receipts fromali sources “in lieu of taxes 
and percentages now required by law." Senate 
bill No. 120, the second of the two measures, pro- 
vides for the payment to the City of a [blank] per 
centum on the gross receipts of the companies "in 
lieu of certain taxes and percentage upon receipts 
now authorized by law.”” Both measures were re- 
ported from the Committee on Cities. 

A Times reporter had along conversation with 
Mayor Grace yesterday,regarding clevated railroad 
legislation in general and bills Nos. 119, 120, and 
164 in particular, Concerning the iatter measure, 
the Mayor said with emphasis that he had no idea 
when he asked the Legislature to passit that any 
such provision as that contained in section 7 
was to be introduced. Had he known any such 
thing would be done he would have had nothing 
whatever to do with the matter. “If tne bill as it 
now stands,”’ said Mayor Grace, “is made a law, it 
will simply be a gross outrage upon the commu- 
nity. The interpolation of section 7 was an in- 
famous piece of business, and I shall protest 
against its passage with all my might. Why should 
the elevated railroad companies be exempted 
from the provisions of bill No, 164? Why should 
there be one Jaw governing the taxation of surface 
railroads, for instance, and another and altogether 
diferent law for the government of elevated 
roads’ There is absolutely no reason for such a 
thing.” 

One effect section? would have, Mayor Grace 
said, would be touexempt the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company from the provisions of the bill so far 
as their taxes for 1881 were concerned, if they 
paid the taxes for the previous year. The situation 
of affairs regarding the steam-ship company was, 
however, different from that regarding the elevat- 
ed roads. Under the laws of 1881, all domestic cor- 
porations owning vessels registered in any port in 
this State and engaged in toreign commerce were 
exempt from taxation on their vessels for State and 
local purposes. They were also exempted from 
taxation on their capital stocks, franchises, and 
earnings, for such purposes for a limited time. Un- 
der these circumstances the Mayor saw no objec- 
tion to section 7 as regarded the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company. 

**Are any other corporations trying to evade 
taxation on the same technical issues raised by the 
elevated railroad companies’ the reporter asked. 

“Yes,” answered Mayor Grace, “there area 
good many trying to keep their taxes in their pock- 
ets. Besides the elevated rouds there are several 
telegraph companies, among them being the West- 
ern Uniou, the Atlantic and Pacific, the American 
Union, and the Gold and Stock Telegraph Compa- 
nies. Then there are the Eastern Transportation 
Company, and the New-York Loan and Improve- 
ment Company, while among the surface railroads 
contests are being made by the Eighth, Ninth, 
and Second Avenue Companies and a num- 
ber of others. The Staten Island Steam- 
boat Company, the American District and the 
Law Telegraph Companies, the New-York Floating 
Elevator Company, and allthe fire insurance com- 
panies have been fighting against paying their 1880 
and 1881 taxes, but all of them have made a satis- 
factory settlement with the City, and the litiga- 
tions in their cases are practically at an end. There 
are hundreds of corporations which have paid every 
dollar of their taxes without question, but those I 
have mentioned are ali trying to escape taxation 
on purely technical pleas. The bill which Mr. 
Campbell, Mr. Whitney, and I indorsed was in- 
tended to apply to all cases where there are 
contests—not to cover cases where taxes have 
been paid or where the right to collect has not 
been denied. All the contesting corporations stand 
practically on the same ground, and it seems to me 
it would be very unjust to make a law requiring 
some of them to pay and allowing others to escape 
payment. The elevated railroad companies say, I 
understand, that they are perfectly willing to have 
our bill become a law if section 7 is Jeft-in, but 
they declare that if that section is stricken out 
they will kill the whole measure. In other words, 
they say to the people of this City, ‘We control the 
Senate and Assembly of the State of New-York. 
If yeu want legislation you must come to us. If the 
law you want passed suits us. all right, we'll pass 
it. Jf it don’t suit us, we'll killit.’ They are will- 
ing other corporations should be made to pay, 
but they propose to fight against it them- 
selves and not pay uniess the courts  com- 
pelthem to, The City isto be congratuJated that 
thus far the courts have sustained the position it 
has taken. The elevated railroad companies have 
given me to understand that ‘half a loaf is better 
than no bread,’ and that we can teke such legisla- 
tion as they chouse to give us or none at all. Now, 
I’m not much of a half-loat man, and I don’t pro- 
pose to see this section 7 become a law withouta 
vigorous protest. If the elevated railroads are to 
be exempted from legislation against them, it is 
only fair that other corporations should have the 
same treatment, and if other corporations are to 
be made to pay taxes there is no reason why the 
same should not be done to the elevated roads.”

asked. 

“Well,” the Mayor replied, “they are simply two 
more illustrations of the grasping selfishness and 
outrageous effrontery of the elevated railroad com- 
panies. Ii either of them becomes a law an entire 
change will be effeeted inthe method of taxation 
so far as the elevated roads are concerned. And 
the fact that they take these roads out of the gen- 
eral system of taxation is the great objection 
against the bills. If the companies succeed in get- 
ting themselves out.of the general body of 
corporations and exempt from the general 
law governing corporations, nobody can tell 
where they will stop, If this year they 
can get the Legislature to let them off with a per- 
centage on their receipts, what is to hinder them 
from petting this percentage reduced next year 
and the year after, and keeping it un till they have 
to pay nothing? I don’t believe it is wise to give 
such powerful corporations such special privileges. 
The factis, every one of these elevated railroad

schemes to ret relief from taxation fs sclely in the 
intereyts of the compan e:, and is opposed to the 
best interests of the <ommunity. ‘ine bili which 
‘we have been speaking of places all corporations 
on an equal footing. does away with the technical 
excuses for evading taxation, and ought to he 
passed with section 7, which was surreptitiously in- 
serted, stricken out.” 

Statistics on file in Mayor Grace’s office show 
that the total tax due .o the City from the elevated 
road companies from 1878 to 1881, both inclusive, is 
$1,515,144 80. From this should be deducted $220,- 
187 41, which has been paid by the Manhattan 
Company, leaving the enormous sum of $1,294,- 
956 89 as the amount of taxes which the companies 
are now in arrears.

PROSECUTING THE GAMBLERS

FOUR PROMINENT MEMBERS OF THE FRA- 


TERNITY INDICTED. 


District Attorney McKeon has declared war 
against the gamblers and yesterday had the satis- 
faction of seeing four prominent members of the 
fraternity committed to the Tombs, Following up 
the raid by Inspector Byrnes’s detectives last 
Thursday night, in which money and gambling im- 
plements valued at $8,000 were seized, he had the 
evidence laid before the Grand Jury, and indict- 
ments were found against several prominent ver- 
sons who are said to have an interest in the estab- 
lishments raided—No. 30 West Twenty-ninth-street 
and No. 11 West Twenty-fifth-street. These pro- 
ceedings arise out of a civil suit instituted in the 


Superior Court by Hatch & Peters, bankers, No. 25 
Pine-street, to recover $32,000, which it is alleged 
was lost by Georgé W. Tompkins, a former book- 
keeper of the firm,in the gambling-houses men- 
tioned. Mr. Hatch sets forth in his complaint 
that Tompkins had confessed to him that 
he had lost in all over $51,000. of 
the woney of the firm at gambling. 
Bench warrants were issued by Recorder Smyth 
for the arrest of Charles B. Ransom, who is said to 
be the proprietor of the establishment at No, 11 
West Twenty-fifth-street, and “Al” F. Smith, 
James E, Kelly, and Luther D. Eaton, the alleged 
roprietors of the gambling-house at No. 30 West 
wenty-ninth-street. The charge against them is 
that of keeping and exhibiting gambiing apparatus, 
which, in law, isa more serious offense than even 
gambling itself. The parties named were arrested 
yesterday morning at their respective residences 
by Sergt. Slevin and Detectives Riley and Von 
Gerichten’of Inspector Byrnes’s squad. On being 
arraigned before Judge Cowing, in the General Ses- 
sions Ccurt, they were represented by ex-Recorder 
Smith and Peter Mitchel', who moved that their 
clients be admitted to bail. District Attorney Mc- 
Keon asked, in view of the large amount of money 
involved, that bail be fixed at $20,000 in each case. 
Counsel forthe accused objected tothe amount 
demanded as excessive. Judge Cowing fixed bail 
at $5,000, but the District Attorney availed himself 
of the right accorded him under the Code of taking 
48 hours in which to examine the sureties offered. 
Under these circumstances Judge Cowing had no 
alternative but to commit the accused to the 
Tombs, and an order to that effect was made. 

The surety offered for Eaton and Kelly is Dr. 
Marvin S. Buttles, of No. 20 East Twenty-eighth- 
street, and the name of Robert B. Elliott, a broker, 
of No. 82 New-street, was handed in as bondsman 
for Smith. Later in the day Ransom deposited 
$5,000 in cash with Chief Clerk John Sparks as se- 
curity for his appearance, and wasreleased. Eaton, 
Keily, and Smith were taken to the Tombs. Tomp- 
kins, the book-keeper, who is alleged to have lost 
the money in the establishments of the accused, 
was committed as a witness tothe House of Deten- 
tion in default of $5,000 bail. The three menin the 
Tombs will be brought before the Supreme Court 
to-day, writs of habeas corpus haying been ob- 
tained in their cases.
